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PREFACE. 





Three outstanding features contributed to the success of the 
first edition of Notable Australians—the biographical records 
were written by the author of the work, and not by the subjects 
of the biographies ; those records were published in recognition 
of meritorious public or personal achievement, and not for any 
monetary cousideration; and only verified facts, entirely free 
from eulogy or flattery, comment, or expression of opinion, 
were given. The same features distinguish this second edition, 
So far as it relates to living Australasians. I desire to emphasize 
these points in order to remove any false impressions regard- 
ing the relationship with the work of those who are men- 
tioned in it, and also to explain my own attitude in the 
production of this volume in an age when fulsome and florid 
biographies are published in certain types of books in considera- 
tion of stipulated payment. To some publications celebrities 
and would-be celebrities are permitted to coutribute their own 
notices or personally revise them, with a result which in 
numerous instances is out of all proportion to the importance of 
the individuals concerned. This can never be said of Notable 
Australians, which will continue, as it began, a biographical 
as distinguished from an autobiographical work. It never has 
been and never will be a medium to advertise any individual, his 
trade or profession, or one in which a person is allowed to gratify 
his vanity by spreading himself in print. A place in Notable 
Australians is not purchasable, and no person is permitted to 
dictate his own biography. 

As, however, no one can possibly have an intimate know- 
ledge of the career of every Notable Australasian, I have had 
recourse in many instances to individuals direct for specified 
details, and, for the sake of accuracy and completeness, wherever 
possible the record has been submittcd to the subject of the 
biography for the purpose of checking data but not necessarily for 
revision or alteration of facts. For the form of presentation of 
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those facts and the selection of names the responsibility is en- 
tirely mine. I know that many of those whose careers are out- 
lined would prefer to occupy less space in print than I have given 
them. In their extreme modesty some have requested me to omit 
their names altogether—a request with which, in view of their 
importance in the community, I have not complied. A printed 
proof of the record was sent to each Notable Australasian before 
publication. The return of this communication was essential to 
its insertion in the book. It was one method of ascertaining 
whether the subjects were alive or dead. Some having failed to 
return the communication as requested are apparently no longer 
among the living. Consequently. their names disappear from the 
volume. 

The extension of the title to ‘ Who is Who iu Australasia” 
is explained by the inclusion of notable New Zealanders. In 
addition to this wider scope, the volume has been enlarged, 
revised, and greatly improved. With the aid of the Index, 
Part I.—classified lists--supplies an extensive range of informa- 
tion for ready reference in a form never before presented in 
Australasia. In compiling this section I received most valued 
assistance from officials in the public services of the Common- 
wealth, the States, and the Dominion of New Zealand, and I am 
grateful to them. The portion relating to the Notable Dead 
should also be found to be one of great usefulness, bringing out 
as it does salient biographical facts in the lives of many of the 
makers of early Australasian history. Part II. shows that in the 
realm of Australasian biography there is no precedence and there 
are no distinctions, aud it may also be taken to indicate that 
Commonwealth and Dominion are one in national aspiration and 
achievement. 

I have been invited to include all men in the political and 
public life of Australasia. But I have no desire to forestall the 
federal directory. The term “notable” has a definite meaning, 
aud I have endeavoured in regard to both New Zealanders and 
Australians to give it its proper interpretation. There is no 
intention to render it so elastic as to dignify those who really 
have no claim to recognition in a national work of this exclusive 
character. The standard of admission cannot be lowered. If in 
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the first edition I allowed my zeal to exceed my discretion in 
respect of some names and details, I trust I have sufficiently 
atoned for the mistake by erasing them altogether from the 
present issue. I should have liked to have mentioned our 
notable cricketers. But the domain of athletics has not been 
entered. In view of fleeting popularity, and for fear of invi- 
dious distinctions, I have refrained from singling out any of 
our champions of sport. 

The value of the book has been enhanced by the expansion 
of numerous notices and the inclusion of many entirely new 
ones, particularly of mien in commerce and industry, the 
professions, and the arts and sciences. Special attention has 
been devoted to our great pastoralists, men who pioneered and 
opened up tracts of country and are still connected with the 
development of a national industry which contributes so largely 
to the wealth of this Continent. Some of these may not be so 
prominent in the public eye as are a number of professional 
politicians. But their service is at least deemed to be of value to 
the community, and they are worthy of permanent record. 
Some legislators come for a season and then disappear, and are 
not even remembered by their former constituents. Why elevate 
them to the distinction of notables ? 

The first edition lifted many Australians into prominence 
on the other side of the world. I trust these—shall I say 
lesser lights in the firmament of Australian notability—are not 
unmindful of the source whence they really derived the public 
notice which has since been given them. 

Press and public alike have accorded Notab/e Australians a 
gratifying reception. I am obliged to all who have written in 
commendation of the work, especially my literary friends and 
critics in Australasia, from whom I have received many genuine 
expressions of appreciation and much practical assistance. My 
thanks are hereby given to leading men of the Commonwealth 
and New Zealand for the personal interest they have exhibited 
in the production. I also appreciate the courteous recognition 
accorded by influential newspapers and magazines, and am 
indebted to the Australasian Press for the extensive quotations 
made from my book and the fitting acknowledgment given from 
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time to time when making extracts from it. In some instances, 
however, Editors of newspapers have reproduced records in 
Notable Australians without having the grace or sense of honour 
to tell their readers whence they obtained the biographical facts. 
They allowed the unsuspecting public to infer that these 
particulars were of the newspapers’ own compiling, and conse- 
quently received credit to which they were not entitled. In 
such instances, where my attention has been directed to the 
plagiarism, the newspaper proprietors have been warned not to 
continue the practice. These newspapers, I am pleased to add, 
have been the rare exceptions to the rule adopted by the best 
journals to always fully acknowledge my biographical dictionary 
as the source of substantial extracts. 

It should be clearly understood that this work is copyright, 
and that the biographical records are compiled from data 
obtained by me at first-hand as the result of my own enterprise 
and expense, independently altogether of previously existing 
printed records. The only condition therefore on which 
proprietors and editors of public newspapers and magazines may 
publish extracts or material portions of records appearing in 
this volume is that in the matter they print they fairly 
acknowledge Johns’s Notable Australians and Who is Who in 
Australasia as their source and original. With such acknowledg 
ment ful! quotation and use by newspapers and magazines will 
not be objectedto. As regards publication other than in a news- 
paper or magazine, no extract from my book may be published 
without my express permission; and any person forwarding 
extracts from this volume for publication in a manner not autho- 
rized, as well as the actual printer and publisher of such extracts, 
will render himself liable to legal proceedings.

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Throughout this volume “M.P.” is the affix given to all Mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth House of Representatives, and to 
them only. The Commonwealth Parliament is a Parliament 
by Act of the Imperial Legislature, and the members of its 
representative House are Officially styled M.P. in all official 
doouments, and by the Colonial Office. The letters “MLL.A” 
denote a member of the Legislative Assembly in the States of 
New South Wales, Queensland, Victoria, and Western Austra- 
Ma, and the affix “M.H.A.” is used in respect of a member of 
the House of Assembly in the States of South Australia and 
Tasmania. The letters “M.H.R.” indicate membership of the 
New Zealand House of Representatives. 

The members of both Houses of the first Parliament of the 
Commonwealth were granted by His Majesty the King the pri- 
vilege of using the title “Honourable” for life within the Com- 
mon wealth. 

The prefix “Honourable” is by local custom adopted by the 
members of the Federal Executive Council and by the mem- 
vers of the Executive and Legislative Councils of the States 
and of the Dominion of New Zealand. Members of the Federal 
Ministry and of the Governments of Victoria and Tusmania 
having once been appointed to the Executive Council continue 
to hold that office for life. The use of the title “Honourable” 
is, however, restricted in the case of members of the Govern- 
ments of the other Australian States and the Dominion of 
New Zealand to the period of actual tenure of office. Rvery 
person who has served one year as Premier, or in the aggre- 
gate three years as a Minister of the Crown, is entitled to the 
designation of “Honourable,” which is also assumed by the 
Speaker of the Lower House in each State Legislature, and is 
retained by Ex-Legislative Councillors in certain cases by the 
King’s permission.

ORDER OF THE BATH. 


Originally established by King Henry 1V., at his coronation 
In 1399, the Most Honourable Order of the Bath fell into ne- 
slect in the Seventeenth Century, was revived under George 
I. in 1725, remodelled by the Prince Regent in 1815, and fur- 
ther enlarged in 1845. There are three classes in the Order: 
G.C.B.—-Knight Grand Cross; K.C.B.—Knight Commander; and 
Cc.B.—Companion. Members of the first two classes are entitl- 
ed to the prefix “Sir.”

The firm’s 
trading connection widely extended until it 
is now one of the great businesses of the 
Southern Hemisphere, with ramifications to 
the South Seas and to different parts of the 
globe. In April 1888 it became a registered 
Company, with Sydney as its headquarters. 
Bix ocean steamers, besides sailing vessels, 
keep up a regular service with a large num- 
ber of Pacific Island groups, and the Oom- 
pany also run a line of steamers from Aus- 
tralia to Java ports and Singapore.

(See 
early editions of Men of the Time). He 
arrived in Victoria from England in 1852, 
at the age of 15. For sometime he was in 
the employ of T. & A. Ohirnside, and ob- 
tained further experience of stock among 
the Durham herds of Manifold Brothers and 
with the Herefords at Ercildoune. In 1868 
he went to Queensland and occupied country 
west of Port Denison with sheep, and after 
exploring the country to the west of Burke 
and Wills’ track Lammermoor was acquired 
from the Crown. He was afterwards joined 
by his brother the late Thomas Christison. 
They removed their sheep to Cameron Downs 
then part of the Lammermoor country. 
Lammermoor was stocked with Durham 
cattle but it was thought advisable to 
change the breed, and Herefords were instal- 
led. The Christison Brothers dissolved part- 
nership in 1885, Thomas retaining Cameron 
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Downs with the sheep, and Robert, Lam- 
mermoor with the cattle and horses. (See 
The Pastoralists’ Review for February 1907.) 
Robert Ohristison was the founder of the 
first export meat works in Queensland, 
and for many years a large importer of 
stud Hereford cattle and thorough-bred 
horses from England.

Forrest, working under the style of the 
North Australian Pastoral Company, which 
acquired extensive areas of country in the 
Northern Territory, and purchased Inkermaa 
and Woodstock stations on the Burdekin, 
with large herde of cattle. Some of the 
cattle were removed to the Northern Terri- 
tory, and Alexandria and Soudan stations on 
the Playford and Rankin rivers were formed. 
A number of mb-artesian bores have been 
put down during recent years with satisfac- 
tory resulte. Mr. Collins has been identified 
with many important pioneering underta- 
kings. In 1888 he entered into partnership 
with the Hon. Simon Fraser, Sir Malcolm 
McEacharn, and Albert White, under the 
style of Collins, White & Co., and purchased 
Eulolo, Beaudesert, and Strathfield stations 
in the Burke district, made extensive im- 
provements, including sixteen artesian bores, 
several sub-artesian bores, and hundreds of 
miles of fencing, and worked the sheep up 
to 120,000, and the cattle to 87,000 in 
1896. (See the Pastoralists’ Review for 
February 1906.) Towards the end of 1879 
he was associated with MclIlwraith Mo- 
Eacharn & Co. in the shipment of frozen 
beef and mutton from Sydney and Mel- 
bourne in s.s. Strathleven. This was the 
first successful shipment of frozen meat 
landed in England from Australia.

Later he held staff appointments in 
Central India and in the Bengal Cavalry, 
retiring from the Army in 1868.

He was attached to the Scottish branch 
of the Geological Survey, and laboured for 
11 years in Lanarkshire, Stirlingshire, the 
Southern Uplands, and South-Western High- 
lands. He also engaged in Continental re- 
search. He accepted the position of Govt. 
Geologist in Northern Queensland in 1877, fa 
succession to Richard Daintree, and soon 
afterwards became Geologist for the whole 
of Queensland. As such he made many ex- 
ploratory tripe, one of the most important 
of which was on Cape York Peninsula, 
where he nearly lost his life at the hands of 
natives. During the attack he was speared 
in the neck. While Govt. Geologist he pub- 
lished works, many maps, and numerous re- 
ports, and may be said generally to have 
revolutionized the Geological Dept. His 
standard works include Mineral Wealth of 
Queensland (1880), Handbook to Queensland 
Geology (1886), and Geology and Palaeonto- 
logy of Queensland and New Guinea (1898, 
2 vols., in collaboration with Robt. Ethe- 
ridge, jun.). He was President of the Geo- 
logical section of the A. Assn. Advt. Science 
at Sydney in 1888, His services were fre- 
quently sought by other States, for whom 
he reported, notably in the case of Victoria, 
whose mallee country he investigated. In 
conjunction with J. B. Henderson, Q’land 
Govt. Hydraulic Engineer, he virtually ini- 
tiated artesian wellboring, in respect of 
which Q’land may be said to be leading 
among the States. In 1898 he was ap- 
pointed Commissioner for Q’land to the 
Earl’s Court Exhibition, London. While 
there he received from an English Co. ope- 
rating in the East an offer, which he ac- 
cepted, and resigning his post under the 
colonial Govt. explored China and Indo- 
China, but operations ceased owing to the 
Boxer outbreak. His work in the East found 
expression in a book which he has since 
issued. After private practice in England he 
returned to Australia in 1904. In

April 1890, her mother took her to Londor 
to study under Senor Arbos, and before she 
had reached her teens she played before 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, (now 
King and Queen), and the present Ozar of 
Russia at Marlborough House, Queen Vic- 
toria at Osborne in 1895, and again before 
the late Queen at Balmoral in 1897. On 
the latter occasion she was touring with 
Mme. Albani. In 1899 she visited America, 
and made her debut at a concert at the 
Metropolitan Opera House with Mme. Nor- 
dica, and appeared at Toronto on tour with 
Mme. Dolores, and the French basso Pol. 
Plancon. Mies MacCarthy made her re-ap- 
pearance in Sydney on October 18, 1809. 
and gave in all seven concerts there, Dur- 
ing her tour of Australia, she was warmly 
supported by the public. Visited America 
in 1902, and was soloist with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra under Herr Gericke, 
and toured with it again in America in 
1904. In 1905 she starred in London at 
Queen’s Hall in two concerts of her own 
for which she engaged the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra under Herr Fitz Steinbach. 
The following year she gave three concerts 
at Queen’s Hall, London (with Mr. Percy 
Grainger as pianist), and was soloist with 
Mr. Henry Wood’s Queen’s Hall Orchestra 
and with the London Symphony Orchestra 
under Herr Nikisch, and at Cologne, Ger- 
many, with an orchestra at the Rhine 
Festival under Herr Steinbach. Upon her 
first visit to Dublin ehbe was received at 
the Mansion House by the Lord Mayor and 
the Provost of Trinity College, and appear 
ed at the Rotunda on April 23 and 25, 
1906, and at Dublin Castle by command, 
when she was accompanied at the piano by 
the Countess of Limerick.

mont strain. He has done much for the 
pastoral industry by his extensive under- 
takings in irrigation and cultivation on his 
properties. At North Yanco he has con- 
structed upwards of 100 miles of canals, and 
by means of artificial grasses and crops has 
greatly increased the carrying capacity of 
the country. He ig a Vice-President of the 
Sheepbreeders’ Association of New South 
Wales, and is understood to own more sheep 
than any other individual pastoralist in Aus- 
tralia. He was called to the Legislative 
Council in 1899, and cr.

MACDONALD, Alexander Oameron, 
F.R.G.S., F.R.Hist. Soc.; b. at Campbell- 
town, New South Wales, August 9, 1828, 
and now one of the oldest surviving Aus- 
tralian native born. In 1847 he made the 
first of his three overland trips from New 
South Wales to Port Philip with stock; 
he had to swim the principal rivers and 
creeks, which were then in high flood and 
narrowly escaped drowning. About the close 
of 1849 he joined Bamett’s Survey Party and 
in 1850 settled in Geelong, where he entered 
into partnership with Charles Rowand, O.E., 
architect and surveyor. Subsequently for 
more than twenty years he was actively 
engaged in the survey and subdivision of 
land, and other pursuits, including the estab- 
lishment of extensive vineyards on the 
Moorabool and Barwon Rivers. He was 
prominently identified with public move- 
ments in Geelong and district, and stood 
for Parliament nearly fifty years ago in the 
Freetrade interest. But his name is chiefly 
known throughout Australia on account of 
his deep and active interest in geographical 
science and his prominent connection with 
the Royal Geographical Society of Austral- 
asia. Acting upon the suggestion of the 
late Sir Edward Strickland, he instituted 
the Victorian Branch of this society in 1883, 
and was appointed honorary Secretary and 
Treasurer, and held these offices in 
addition to those of Editor and Librarian 
until 1906, rendering valuable service for 
twenty-three years. Upon his retirement in 
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November 1906 from the position of Homo- 
rary Secretary—hbe is still Honorary 
Treasurer—he was presented with an 
illuminated address and purse of 
sovereigns. His scientific work, 
and his numerous contributions to the 
Society's transactions, especially in the 
cause of Australian and Antarctic explora- 
tion are such that his name will be 
associated for all time with the geographi- 
cal annals of Australasia. The study of 
Australian discovery and exploration had a 
fascination for him from his earliest years, 
and he enjoyed the personal acquaintance 
of many pioneer explorers, including Hamil- 
ton, Hume, Sturt, Mitchell, and Augustus 
Gregory, as well as those of later date. He 
has taken an active part in the meetings of 
the Australasian Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, is a Fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society 
of London, Fellow of the Royal Historical 
Society, (England), diploma member of the 
Royal Scottish Geographical Society, (Edin- 
burgh), Honorary member of the Geographi- 


cal Society of Lisbon, and a 
founder and Fellow of the Incor- 
porated Institute of Accountants,

In 1859 he sold out his farming 
and grazing interests in the Geelong district 
and proceeded to Queensland, explored the 
headwaters of the Nogoa and Belyando 
rivers and secured a large tract of pastoral 
eountry. Subsequently he explored the Ein- 
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Burdekin waters from the sea coast to the 
Valley of Lagoons, west of Cardwell, and, 
having selected an extensive area of country 
between Bowen and Carpentaria Downs, 
established well-known stations including. 
Inkerman, Strathbogie, Kirkney, Dalrymple, 
Leichhardt Downs, and Carpentaria Downs. 
In 1868 he entered into partnership with 
Sir John Robertson, Sir Alexander Stuart, 
and Capt. Towns (all since dead), and in 
the following year as managing partner of 
the firm, successfully led an _ expedition 
across North Queensland from Bowen to the 


Guif; the expedition followed the Gregory 
northerly to within a few miles below its 


junction with the Nicholson, and took up 
a million acres, including the plains of Prim- 
rose. Stations were formed, and Mr. Mac- 
donald was the first to send stock from the 
Eastern coast. His narrative of this expedi- 
tion which traversed country much of which 
was hitherto unknown, was forwarded by 
Governor Sir George Bowen, to the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. After ten years 
pioncering in Central and Northern Queens- 
land, and encountering adverse seasons he 
relinquished pastoral pursuits. Appointed in 
1872, Police Magistrate and Gold Commis- 
sioner, he was stationed successively at 
Gilberton, Charters Towers, Springsure, 
Bowen, Townsville, and Warwick, remaining 
as long as eleven years in some of these 
important centres.

He was Minister of 
Public Instruction in New South Wales in 
the Stuart Govt. in 1888-4. Succeeding Sir 
Tlenry Parkes in the Leadership of the Free- 
trade Party he led the Opposition from 1891 
to 1894, and upon the overthrow of the 
Dibbs Ministry in 1894 became Premier and 
Treasurer. His Government remained in 
office until Sept 1899, and carried changes 
in the Customs Tariff, making the New 
South Wales tariff the freest in the world, 
and also passed measures of land and in- 
come taxation, Mr. Reid in 1895 brought 
a Conference of Premiers together which 
advanced the federal movement. He was a 
member of the National Convention which 
framed the Commonwealth Constitution in 
1897-8, and was elected to the House of 
Representatives in the first Commonwealth 
Parit. for East Sydney in March 1901, and 
reelected in 1903 and 1906.

AUSTRALASIA. 


TEIS section of the work contains notices of celebrities of 
Australasia who have died since the opening of the Twentieth 
Century. My original design included a comprehensive record 
of the Notable Dead of Australia and New Zealand from the 
earliest times. I hope to be able to complete this in the form of 
a Dictionary of National Biography in future editions. For this 
purpose I shall welcome the receipt of suggestions and data 
from descendants of our distinguished dead. The dates in 


brackets represent the years of birth and death. 


FRED. JOHNS. 
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ABBOTT, Hon. Sir Joseph Palmer, K.C.M.G. (1842-1901), New South 
Wales legislator, was born at Muswellbrook, N.S.W. in 1842. He entere} 
Parliament in 1889, was Secretary for Mines in the Stuart Government from 
1883 to 1885, and later Secretary for Lands in the Dibbs Ministry, Speaker 
of the Legislative Assembly of New South Wales from 1890 to June 1900. 
member of the Federal Conventions of 1891 and 1897-8, and for many yeers 
Chairman of Directors of the Australian Mutual Provident Society. He 
was created Knight Bachelor in 1892, and K.C.M.G. in 1895. Sometime 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Freemasons in New South Wales. 

AGNEW, Hon. Sir James Wilson, K.C.M.G. (1815-1901), Tasmanian 
politician. He was admitted a member of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
England, in 1838, took his M.D. at Glasgow in 1839, and practised his pro- 
fession at Hobart for many years. From March 1886 to March 1887 he 
was Premier and Chief Secretary of Tasmania. 

ANGAS, John Howard (1823-1904), pioneer, pastoralist, politician and 
philanthropist. He was a son of George Fife Angas, one of the founders 
of the Province of South Australia, was born at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
in 1843 settled in South Australia where he owned large estates. He was 
known for his munificence and public spirit, and endowed the Chair of 
Chemistry (£6,000) in 1884, and founded an Engineering Scholarship 
(£4,000) in 1878 at the University of Adelaide. Died at Collingrove, South 
Australia. See The Life of John Howard Angas, by the Rev. H. T. Burgess, LL.D. 

ARCHER, Archibald (1820-1902), Queensland pastoralist and politician, 
born in Fife, Scotland, was well known as a pioneer pastoralist of the 
Rockhampton district, where he settled in 1860. For many years he was 
a member of the Legislative Assembly of Queensland, and from January 
1882 to November 1883 was Colonial Treasurer and Secretary for Public 
Instruction. 

ARCHER Thomas, C.M.G (1823-1905), Queensland pastoralist, was 
born at Glasgow, Scotland, 27th February, 1823, came to New South Wales 
in 1839, and in 1847 went to Queensland where he became a pioneer in the 
pastoral industry. (During his absence from the colony in 1853 his brothers 
Charles and William explored what was afterwards Gracemere station, 
and discovered and named the Fitzroy river: See P. 60). Thomas Archer 
was some time Agent-General for Queensland in England. William Archer 
dramatic critic and author, is his son. 

BARTON, George Burnett (1836-1901), barrister-at-law, historian and 
litterateur. He was an eminent Australian publicist -and at one time 
Editor of the New Zealand Jurist. In addition to much work relating to the 
history of Australia, he contributed to journals and magazines, and was the 
author of Literature of New South Wales (Sydney 1866), Poets and Prose Writers 
ef New South Wales (Sydney 1866), and History of New South Wales from the Records, 
vol. I. (1783-89). He was the elder brother of Sir Edmund Barton, first 
Prime Minister of the Commonwealth, and now a Justice of the High Court 
of Australia. 

RELL, Hon. James: (1836-1908), politician and merchant, arrived in 
Victoria in 1857. He founded the firm of James Bell & Co., grain mer- 
chants and coal importers, was member of the Victorian Legislative 
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Council from 1882 to 1904, and Minister for Defence from -Sept. 1889 to 
Nov. 1890. 

BERRY, Hon. Gir Graham, K.C.M.G. (1822-1904), statesman, was born at 
Twickenham, England, 28th August, 1822, emigrated to Victoria in 
1862, and became one of the most conspicuous men in the public life of 
that colony. For a considerable period he conducted the Collingwood Observer, 
and in politics was a prominent Liberal-Protectionist. He was thrice 
Premier—in 1875, from 1877 to 1880, and during 1880-1—and joined in the 
Yamous coalition with Mr. Service in 1883. He was Chief Secretary from 
1883 to 1886, Agent-General for Victoria in London from 1886 to 1891. 
and created K.C.M.G. in 1886. After his return to the colony he was 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly from 1894 to 1897, and 
sat in the National Convention which framed the Common- 
‘wealth Constitution in 1897 and 1898. The Hon. Alfred Deakin, 
alluding to Sir Graham Berry’s career,said “He had the pronounced gift of 
generalship both in the House and in the country, but it was very largely 
his remarkable eloquence and energy that, on the lIth of May 1877, won the 
greatest electoral victory ever achieved in Victoria. He proved himself 
a resolute and far-seeing Premier, and a wise and prudent counsellor in the 
Cabinet. The greater part of his public life was spent as a fighting 
chieftain, conspicuously able, earnest, and consistent. He was finally 
triumphant after prolonged strife.” 


BONWICEK, James, F.R.G.S. (1817-1906), author and historian, was 
born in London on 8th July, 1817, spent some years in Tasmania from 
1£41, travelled extensively in the other States, and afterwards settled in 
Victoria where he lived for many years, until he returned to England to 
permanently reside. He was a prolific author of books relating chiefly to 
the early history of Australia. 

BOOTHBY, Guy Wewell (1867-1905), novelist, was born at Adelaide, 
where he lived for many years, and then proceeded to England. He was 
author of many popular works of fiction. 

BOOTHBY, William Bobinson, C.M.G. (1829-1903), public official, was 
born in England on 26th September, 1829, graduated B.A. at London Uni- 
versity, and in 1853 settled in South Australia where his father became 
a Supreme Court Judge. He was author of the Ballot Act (providing for 
voting at elections with a cross within a square, a system afterwards adopt- 
ed in the Australian States, and now in vogue in different parts of the 
Empire), and he was for about fifty years until his death Sheriff of the 
Province of South Australia. 

BRADDON, Rt. Hon. Sir Bdward Nicholas Coventry, P.C., K.C.M.G., 
LI.D. (1829-1994), statesman, was born in England on 11th June 1829, and 
after having sezvedi in the Army in India with distinction, retired to 
Tasmania on a pension in 1878. For many years he was one of the most 
prominent public men of the island colony of which he was Premier from 
1894 to 1899, and which he represented in London as Agent-General. He 
took a conspii ucus part in the federation movement, and sat in the Con- 
vention which framed the Commonwealth Constitution, and in the first 
Farliament of the Commonwealth. Author of the famous Braddon finan- 
cial clauses in the Constitution. He was created K.C.M.G. in 1891, and 
a Privy Councillor in 1897, during Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee. 
Brother of Miss Braddon, the novelist. 
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BROWN, Hon. Nicholas John (1838-1903), politician, was born at Ho- 
bart. He was engaged in pastoral pursuits. Elected to the Tasmanian 
House of Assembly in 1875, he was Minister for Lands and Works in the 
Fysh Ministry from August 1877 to Dec. 1878, in the Giblin Ministry 
from Dec. 1882 to August 1884, and in the Douglas and Agnew Administra- 
tions until March 1887. He was Speaker from 7th July 1891 to 2nd Dec 
1893, and again from 9th March 1897, until his death 22nd Sept. 1902 
He attended the Federation Conventions of 1883 and 1891, and was a repre- 
sentative of Tasmania at the National Convention of 1897-8, which framed 
the Commonwealth Constitution. 


BULLER, Sir Walter Lawry, K.C.M.G., D.Sc., F.R.S. (1888-1906), scien- 
tist and public official, was born at Newark, Bay of Islands, New Zealand, 
9th October 1838, son of the late Rev. James Buller, who arrived in the 
colony in 1835 as a missionary, and was a prominent minister of the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church. Having acquired knowledge of Maori, he 
was appointed Government Interpreter at Wellington, and edited Maori 
papers. He distinguished himself in the Maori war, and from 1862 to 
1872 was Resident Magistrate and Native Commissioner and Judge of the 
Native Land Court, holding official appointments, chiefly in connection 
with native affairs for altogether fifteen years. In 1874 he was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple, and returning to New Zealand, practised 
his profession with remarkable success until 1886, when he went to Eng- 
land as Commissioner for the colony at the Colonial and Indian Exhibition 
for services in connection with which he was created K.C.M.G. He devoted 
much attention to ornithology, and for his researches in this branch o1 
science was created C.M.G. in 1875, and elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1876. He received the gold medal of the New Zealand Exhibition 
for science and literature in 1881, was a founder of the New Zealand Insti- 
tute, and received various decorations and honours, including the honorary 
degree of D.Sc. of Cambridge and Tubingen for his work in the interest 
of science. Author of A History of the Birds of New Zealand (1873, 2nd ed. 1888). 

BYRNE, Bight Bev. Joseph Fatrick, D.D. (1843-1901), Bishop of Ba- 
thurst, N.S.W. (Roman Catholic), from 1886. 

CADMAR, Hon. Sir Alfred Jerome, K.C.M.G., born in New Zealand, sat 
in the House of Representatives of the colony for many years, and was in 
close political accord with Sir George Grey. In 1891 he took office in the 
Ballance Government, and was sometime Minister of Native Affairs. Call- 
ed to the Legislative Council in 1899, and Speaker of that House from 
Tth July 1904 until his death on 23rd March 1905. Created C.M.G. in 1901 
on the occasion of the visit of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall to New 
Zealand, and K.C.M.G. in 1903. 

CARTER, Hon. Godfrey Downes (1830-1902), merchant and politician, 
was born in Jamaica, and in 1853 settled in Victoria, where he became a 
leading merchant. For many years he was member of the Legislative 
Assembly, Treasurer of the colony in the Patterson Ministry from January 
1893 to Sept. 1894, and Mayor of Melbourne in 1884-5, 


CHALMERS, Bight Rev. William, D.D. (1833-1901), Bishop of Goulbura 
(Church of England), was educated at St. Andrews University, and St 
Augustine’s College, Canterbury. He was a missionary in Borneo from 
1858 to 1861, afterwards held important incumbencies in Victoria, and 
was Canon of Melbourne from 1879 to 1892. Consecrated Bishop of Goul- 
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burn N.S.W. ist November 1892, in succession to the late Dr. Thomas, 
a.nd occupied the See until his death. 

CLARK, Rev. Charles (1838-1903), lecturer, was born in London 19th 
April 1838. He was a Baptist minister in London and the Provinces, and 
from 1869 to 1874 held the pastorate of Albert Park Church, Melbourne. 
After resigning his pastoral charge, he became one of the most celebrated 
lecturers who ever appeared on Australian platforms, and also toured 
America and England. 

CLARKE, Lieut.-General Hon. Sir Andrew, R.E.. G.C.M.G., C.B., C.LE. 
(1824-1902), military administrator, eldest son of the late Colonel Andrew 
Clarke, of Belmont, County Donegal, Governor of Western Australia in 
1846-7, was born at Southsea, Hants, 27th July 1824, and saw active service 
in New Zealand. He was sometime in Tasmania and in 1853 was appointed 
Surveyor-General of Victoria, and Chief Commissioner of Crown Lands, 
with a seat in the Legislative Council. Upon responsible government 
being granted to the colony in 1855, he took office as Minister of Lands 
in the first Ministry. The working men of Victoria evinced great interest 
in his candidature, and drew up an address to the electors of South Mel- 
bourne urging them to return him. After his election to the first Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the colony, and while a member of the Haines Adminis- 
tration, he carried a number of railway Bills through Parliament, and 
‘was prominently identified with public affairs generally. It is interesting 
to remember that he brought in a Bill for the establishment of municipa? 
institutions, and was regarded as the founder of municipal government 
in Victoria. In 1858 he left Australia and resumed his military duties, 
but he always displayed a lively and anabiding interest in Australian affairs, 
especially of Victoria, for which colony he acted as Agent-General for some- 
time. On returning to England from West Africa, he was Director of 
Works for the Navy until 1873, when he reorganized the arsenals at 
Portsmouth, Plymouth, Chatham, Cork, Malta, and Bermudas. After hold- 
ing the positions of Governor of the Straits Settlements from 1873 to 1875, 
and Minister of Public Works in India from 1875 to 1880, he became Coni- 
mandant at Chatham and Inspector-General of fortifications. (See Men- 
mell’s Dictionary of Australasian Biography 1892.) 

COLTON, Hon. Sir John, K.C.M.G. (1823-1902), merchant and politician, 
was born in Devonshire, England, 20th September 1823, and came to South: 
Australia in 1839. He was a leading merchant (senior partner in the firm 
of John Colton & Co.), and took a prominent part in public affairs in the 
eolony, holding office in the Strangways and second Boucaut Ministries 
and becoming Premier in June 1876. His Ministry remained in power 
until October 1877, and he was again Premier from June 1884 to June 
1885. Created K.C.M.G. in 1891. 

COOPER, Sir Daniel, Bart., G.C.M.G. (1821-1902), merchant and politi- 
cian, was born at Bolton-le-Moors, Lancashire, England, ist July 1821, 
and settled in New South Wales in 1843. In 1848, he was elected to the 
Legislative Council of the colony, and in 1856 to the first Legislative As- 
sembly, and was chosen first Speaker on 22nd May 13856. He continued to 
occupy the Speakership until 31st January 1860, when he resigned, and in 
the following year took up his residence in England. In the early days of 
the colony he founded a wealthy commercial house, was sometime Presi- 
dent of the Bank of New South Wales, and represented his colony at all 
the great exhibitions in Europe and America. He was knighted in 1857. 
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created a Baronet in 1863, K.C.M.G. in 1880, and G.C.M.G. in 1888. On 
geveral occasions he acted as Agent-General for New South Wales. 

COPELAND, Xon. Henry (1839-1904), politician and public official 
was born at Hull, England, 6th June 1839 and came to Australia in 1857. 

Originally a miner, he entered the New South Wales Parliament in 1877, 
having previously been a member of the Mining Board, and sat in the 
Legislature until 1900. He was Minister for Works in 1888, Minister for 
Lands in 1886-7, and again from 1891 to 1894, and took an active part in 
the movement for Australian federation. On 17th March 1900, he was 
appointed Agent-General in London, and held the position up to the time 
of his death. 

COPPIN, George Selth (1819-1906), “Father of fhe Australian Stage,’ 
was born at Steyning, Sussex, England, 8th April 1819, son of George 
Selth Coppin, surgeon, and arrived in Sydney in 1843. He practically laid 
the foundation of the drama in Victoria, and brought out the famous 
tragedian, G. V. Brooke, and many other artists from England; he was 
afterwards in partnership with Brooke. Coppin’s Company gave the first 
grand opera season in Australia in 1856. Until his retirement from the 
stage in 1881, he was always a prominent theatrical manager in Melbourne. 
He opened the Cremorne Gardens, and leased or himself built and owned a 
number of leading theatres. He took an active part in Victorian politics, 
was thrice returned to the Legislative Council, and also sat in the Legtsla- 
tive Assembly. He was also closely identified with fhe business and phil- 
anthropic life of Melbourne, was founder of the Post Office Savings Bank, 
and of the Old Colonists’ Association, and was Grand Master of the first 
Grand Lodge of Freemasons in Victoria, in which his name was a house- 
hold word. (See Johns’s Notable Australians lst ed, The Age, Melb., and Ths 
Argus, Melb., 15th March 1906). Died 14th March 1906. 

COWIE, Most Rev. William Garden, D.D. (1831-1902), Primate of New 
Zealand, was born in London, and educated at Trinity Hall, Cambridge 
(B.A. 1855, M.A. 1865). He was chaplain to Lord Clyde’s Army at the 
capture of Lucknow in 1858, and to Sir Neville Chamberlain’s column 
against the Afghans in 1863 and 1864. In 1863 he was appointed Chaplain 
to the Viceroy of India, and in 1864 to the Bishop of Calcutta, in 1865 
Chaplain of Cashmere, and in 1867, Rector of Stafford. Consecrated Bishop 
of Auckland in 1869, and appointed Primate of New Zealand in 1895. 
‘Author of Notes on the Temples of Cashmere, and A Visit to Norfolk Island. Died 
26th June 1902. 

COWPER, Very Rev. William Macquarie (1810-1902), Dean of Sydney, 
gon of the late Archdeacon William Cowper, and brother of Sir Charles 
Cowper, sometime Premier of New South Wales. He was born in Sydney 
8rd July 1810, and educated: at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he took 
his B.A. degree in 1838, and M.A. in 1835. For about 20 years he was 
Chaplain tu the Australian Agricultural Company at Port Stephens, was 
afterwards Principal of Moore College, and in 1858 succeeded his father 
at St. Philip’s Sydney, and became Dean and Archdeacon of Sydney. 

COX, Hon. George Henry (1824-1901), pastoralist and politician, was 
born at Mudgee. He became a leading pastoralist, and was a successful 
breeder of fine wool merino sheep, and sometime President of the New 
South Wales Sheepbreeders’ Association. He was a member of the first 

Legislative Assembly of N.S.W., and sat in the Legislative Council of his 
native colony for nearly forty years. 
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CRANE, Right Bev. Martin, D.D. (1828-1901), Roman Catholic Prelate, 
was born in the CevLty of Wexford, Ireland. After his novitiate as an 
Augustinian at Grantstown, Wexford, and studying at Perugia, Italy, he 
returned to Ireland in 1849, and was twice Provincial of the Augustinian 
Order. He was consecrated first Bishop of Sandhurst, Victoria, in the 
Pro-Cathedral, Dublin, by Cardinal Cullen on 21st September 1874. Died 
21st October, 1901. A 

CURNOW, William (1882-1903), journalist, was born in Cornwall, and 
came to Australia in 1864. For many years he was a minister of the Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church. He was editor of The Sydney Morning Herald 
from 1885 till 1903. ` 

CUTHBERT, Hon. Sir Henry, K.C.M.G., K.C. (1829-1907), Victorian 
lawyer and legislator. He was born in Roscommon, Ireland, 29th July, 
1829, admitted a solicitor in his native country in 1854, and came to Aus- 
tralia the following year. He sat in the Legislative Council of Victoria 
for many years, and held office in several ministries, including the port- 
fclios of Postmaster-General in 1877-8, Commissioner of Customs in 1880, 
Minister for Justice 1886-90, and Solicitor-General in 1894-9. 

DALEY, Victor James (18658-1905), poet, was born at Navan, County 
Armagh, Ire!and, 5th September 1858, father Irish and mother a Morrison 
of Scottish descent. He came to Australia before he was twenty, was a 
clerk in an office at Adelaide for a short period, and after spending some 
time in Melbourne, settled in Sydney, where he wrote for Australian 
papers, principally The Bulletin. About 1888 he again went to Melbourne, 
and contributed verse and prose to various journals. His book of verse 
At Dawn and Dusk, was published in 1898. He died at Sydney, 29th December, 
1906. (See Australiar: Verse Writers, Victor Daley, by A. G. Stephens, 1906). 

DARLING, John, (1831-1905), merchant, was born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, and arrived in South Australia in 1855. He founded the firm of John 
Darling & Son, grain merchants, in 1864, sat in both Houses of the 
Legislature, and was sometime Minister of the Crown in his State. 

DAVENPORT, Sir Samuel, K.C.M.G., LL.D. (1818-1906), South Austra- 
lian pioneer, was born at Shirburn, Oxfordshire, 5th March, 1818, and 
came to South Australia in 1842. He sat in the South Australian Parlia- 
ment before and after responsible government was granted, and held office 
in the first Ministry and was frequently Executive Commissioner for the 
colony at International Exhibitions, for which services he was knighted 
and received the honorary LL.D. degree of Cambridge. He was a noted 
olive grower and viticulturist, and was among the very first to introduce 
the olive to Australia. (See Johns’s Notable Australians 1st ed., and The Register, 
Adelaide, of 4th September 1906.) Died at Beaumont his estate, near 
Adelaide, 3rd Sept. 1906. 

DIBES, Hon. Bir George Richard, K.C.M.G. (1834-1904), thrice Premier 
of New South Wales, was born at Sydney, 12th October 1834, and entered 
Parliament for West Sydney in 1874. He was Premier in 1885, 1889, and 
from 1891 to 1894, sometime Treasurer and Colonial Secretary, and 
knighted in 1892 for his political service. A leader of the Protectionist 
movement, and a politician of great force of character. 

DICKSON, Hon. Sir James Robert, K.C.M.G. (1832-1901), Queensland 
politician, was born at Plymouth in 1882. He entered the Legislative As- 
sembly of Queensland in 1878, held office in several Governments, and was 
Premier of the colony from Oct. 1898 to Dec. 1899. He was subsequently 
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Chief Secretary in the Philp Ministry, and appointed Minister for Defence 
in the first Commonwealth Ministry in January 1901. Died shortly after 
taking federal office. He went to England in 1900 as Queensland delegat? 
to watch the progress of the Commonwealth Constitution Bill through t!» 
Imperial Parliament. 

DOUGLAS, Hon. Sir Adye, Knt. (1815-1906), Premier of Tasmania, ar? 
sometime President of the Legislative Council of the colony. He was 
born at Thorpe, near Norwich, England, in 1815, and came in 1838 to Tas 
mania, where he was admitted as a legal practitioner, and at the time of 
bis death was the senior member of the Tasmanian bar. He was Premi 
and Chief Secretary of the colony from August-1884 to March 1886, Agent- 
General in England during 1886-7, and President of the Legislative Coun- 
cil from April 1894 to May 1904. The inclusion of Tasmania in the Aus- 
tralian federation was largely due to his strenuous advocacy of the move- 
ment. (Seo Johns’s Notable Australians ist ed.) Died 10th April 1906. 

DOUGLAS, Hon. John, C.M.G. (1828-1904), Queensland legislator and 
public official, was born in London, 6th March 1828, educated at Rugby 
and Durham University, and came to New South Wales in 1851. He sat 
in the N.S.W. Parliament for Darling Downs, and settling in Queensland 
in 1&63, entered the Legislative Assembly of that colony for Port Curtis. 
He was sometime Postmaster-General and Treasurer, Agent-General for 
the colony from 1869 to 1871, Premier from 1877 to 1879, Government 
Resident at Thursday Island in 1885, three years Special Commissioner 
for British New Guinea, and Government Resident at Thursday Island 
from 1889 until his death. 

DOWLING, James Sheen (1519-1902), District Court Judge of New 
South Wales, was born in London, 2nd Dec. 1819, eldest son of the late 
Sic James Dowling, sometime Chief Justice of that colony. He was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple in 1848, and was District Court Judge is 
N.S.W. for about 30 years. 

DRURY, Albert Victor, I.S.0. (1838-1907), Queensland public official, 
was born at Brussels, 28th August 1838, and in 1862 was appointed to 
a position in the Colonial Seeretary's office at Brisbane. He was in the 
Queensland public service for forty-two years, and acted as Clerk of the 
Exccutive Council under every ministry up to the Morgan Administration, 
and as Private Secretary to nearly all the Governors of Queensland. (See 
Jchns’s Notable Australians 1906.) Died 6th Sept. 1907. 

DUFFY, Hon. Sir Charles Gavan, K.C.M.G. (1816-1908), Irish national- 
ist, Australian statesman, and man of letters. Born in County Monoghan, 
Ireland, 12th April 1816, and was one of the founders of The Nation news- 
paper at Dublin in 1842. ‘With O’Connell and others he was tried for 
sedition and convicted, but the conviction was set aside by the House cf 
Lords. He was a leader of the Irish Confederation in 1846, and later with 
Martin, Mitchell, and O’Doherty, was indicted for treason felony in con- 
nection with the Smith O'Brien schemes, but although arraigned on four 
scparate bills, it was found impracticable to secure a conviction against 
him. He was one of the promoters of the Irish Tenant League, and Inde- 
pendent Irish party, and elected to the House of Commons for New Ross, 
sat until 1855, and then came to Victoria. Here he was received with 
great enthusiasm, and was returned to the first Parliament for Villiers 
and Heytesbury, and was a member of the second Ministry under respon- 
sible government. He figured prominently in the public life of the colony, 
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and became Premier in June 1871, holding office until June 1873. In 1873 
he was knighted for his public services, and on a visit to Ireland was 
invited to re-enter the House of Commons, but declined. From May 1877 
to February 1880, he was Speaker of the Victorian Legislative Assembly, 
and in J880 returned to Europe, and resided at Nice. In 1877 he was 
created K.C.M.G. Author of My Life in Two Hemispheres (1898), and other 
works including The Ballad Poetry of Ireland (1845, 50 editions), Young Ireland: 
A Fragment of Irish History, 1840-50 (1880), Four Years of Irish History, 1845-49, 
(1883), Converaations with Carlyle: The League of North and South (1886), and 
Life of Thomas Davis. He did much to encourage art and literature in Vic- 
torie. Three of his sons have risen to distinction in the colony. The 
elder, John Gavan Duffy (q.v.), for many years sat in Parliament for Dal- 
housie, succeeding his father in the representation of that constituency. 

EYRE, Badward John (1815-1901), explorer and administrator, was 
born in England, 15th August 1815, son of a Vicar of Yorkshire, and 
came to Australia in 1833. He entered upon pastoral pursuits on the 
Lower Murray in New South Wales, where he subsequently discharged the 
duties of Resident Magistrate and Protector of Aborigines. His distin- 
guished exploration work gives him a permanent place in Australian 
history. In 1836 he conducted an expedition across the Continent from 
Sydney to the Swan. In 1840 he started on his memorable journey for 
the South Australian Government into the interior and succeeded in the 
following year after great privations in reaching King George’s Sound 
by way of the Great Bight. Byre’s journey from South to West Australia 
was of considerable geographical importance and ranks among the great- 
est feats of human endurance. This with other intrepid exploration 
achievement is described in his Discoveries in Central Australia published in 
145, and he received the Gold Medal of the Royal Geographical Society. 
From 1846 to 1852 he was Lieutenant-Governor of the South Island of 
New Zealand, while Sir George Grey was Governor-in-Chief, in 1854 he 
was promoted to the West Indies, in the year 1862 was chosen 
to administer the Government of Jamaica, and in 1864 received 
the appointment of Governor-in-Chief of that Island. In consequence, 
hewever, of the stern measures which he took to suppress a rebellion 
which arose in October 1865, he was superceded and prosecuted, and after 
proceedings extending over some years was exonerated. The cost of his 
defence (nearly £10,000), was refunded by the government. A committes 
raised to provide funds for his defence included Carlyle and Kingsley. 
(See early editions of Mcn of the Time, Blair's Cyclopaedia of Australasia (1881). 
and Mennell’s Dictionary of Australasian Biography (1897). 

PFPARRELL, John (1851-1904), poet and journalist, was born at Buenos 
Ayres, South America, 18th December 1851, of Irish parents, and came to 
Australia in 1852. His youth was spent in the Victorian bush. He was 
engaged in farming for sometime, and took to journalism in 1887. His 
journalistic work was principally on the staff of The Daily Telegraph, Sydney, 
until his death in Sydney on 9th January 1904. His verse include 
Ephemera: An Iliad of Albury (1878), How He Died, and Other Poems (Sydney, 1887 
and 19056), Ausiralia to England, Sydney (1887), and My Sundowner 
and Other Poems (Sydney, 1904). 

FELTON, Alfred, philanthropist, of the firm of Felton, Grimwade & 
Co., Melbourne, wholesale druggists and manufacturers. He was partner 
of Frederick Sheppard Grimwade (q.v.), for nearly forty years and died 
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January 8, 1904, leaving a long list of beneficiaries, and half of the resi- 
due to charities of Victoria, and half to the Trustees of the Nationa 
Gallery, Melbourne, for the purchase of works of art, pictures and sculpture, 
each about £8,000 per annum. Endowed with great wealth, he succeeded 
in acquiring an art collection second to none outside the public galleries 
Under his will he gave in addition to the annulty the whole of his library 
of books and art treasures to the National Gallery of Victoria. 

FERGUSON, Hon. John. (1880-1906), Queensland legislator, was bore 
at Killin, Perthshire, Scotland, 15th March 1830, and settled at Rockhamp- 
ton in 1861; President of the Central Queensland Territorial Separatio: 
League, and visited England in 1892 as one of the delegation which plece! 
the Separation question before the Colonial Office. He was sometime a 
member of the Queensland Legislature, and sat in the Senate of the frst 
Commonwealth Parliament. 

FERGUSSON, Bt. Hon. Sir James (1832-1907), sixth Bart, G.C.S.L, 
K.C.M.G., C.LE., LL.D., Governor of South Australia from 1869 to 1873. 
and of New Zealand from 1873 to 1876; born at Edinburgh, son of fifth 
Hart, whom he succeeded in 1849. He sat as Conservative member in fhe 
House of Commons for North-East Manchester from 1885, and was Under 
Secretary for the India, Home and Foreign Offices, and Postmaster-Gene- 
ral, and sometime Governor of Bombay. He served in the Crimea. Created 
a Privy Councillor in 1868. Killed at Kingston, Jamaica, during the 
earthquake of January 1907. 

FISKEN, Archibald (1829-1907), pastoralist, was born in Glasgow, ani 
arrived in Melbourne in 1840 with his father and uncle who settled on Ir- 
giiston in 1841, and afterwards purchased Warren Heip and Lal Lal. He 
was a leading pioneer pastoralist of Victoria, entered into business ag stock 
and station agent in Ballarat, founded the firm of Fisken, Read & Co., of 
Melbourne and Ballarat, and he was also a founder of the Melbourne wool 
trade. Was Chairman of one of the first Land Boards, and President of the 
first Shire in Victoria, and Managing Director of the Australian Mortgage 
and Agency Co for many years. 

FITZGIBBON, Edmund Gerald, C.M.G. (1825-1905), was born at Cork, 
Ireland, in 1825, son of Gibbon Carew Fitzgibbon, descendant of the White 
Knight. He arrived in Australia in 1852, was Town Clerk of Melbourne, 
from 1866 to 1891, and thereafter until his death Chairman of the Metro- 
politan Board of Works. He was prominently identified with the civie 
history of Melbourne. Died 11th December 1905. (See Johns’s Notable 
Australians 1st ed.). 

FOREST, Alexander, C.M.G. (1849-1901), explorer, born in Western 
Australia, younger brother of the Rt. Hon. Sir John Forrest, whom he 
accompanicd on his expeditions of 1870 and 1874. ln 1879 he crossed from 
the De Grey River to Daly Waters Station in the Northern Territory, and 
on this expedition discovered the source and course of the Fitzroy and 
other rivers as well as some of the most valuable country in the northern 
part of Western Australia, since stocked with cattle and sheep, and where 
great mineral wealth may yet be developed. He was elected to the first 
Legislative Assembly of the colony for West Kimberley, and was some- 
time Mayor of Perth. 

FOSTER, Hon. Henry (1848-1902), Minister .of Mines in the Turner 
Government, Victoria, from 1894 to 1899, and member of the Legisiative 
Assembly for East Gippsland until his death 26th May 1902. 
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GARRAN, Hon. Andrew, M.A., LL.D. (1825-1901), journalist and poh. 
tician, was born in London, 19th November 1825, and graduated at the 
University of London, taking his M.A. degree in the philosophical branch 
in 1848. For a brief period he was editor of The Register, at Adelaide, and 
in 1855 settled in Sydney, where he was sometime Assistant Editor of 
The Sydney Morning Herald, and Editor in Chief from 1873 to 1885. In 
1887 he was called to the Legislative Council of New South Wales, and was 
Vice-President of the Executive Council and Representative of the Relu 
Government in the Upper House from March 1895 to Nov. 1898. For many 
years he was Sydney correspondent of The Times, London, and also edited 
The Picturesque Atlas of Australia. 

GARRIOK, Hon. Sir James Francis, EK.C.M.G., K.C. (1836-1907), promi- 
nent in the public life of Queensland, was born at Sydney in 1836, and prac- 
tised with success at the Queensland bar, sat in both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture, and was successively Secretary for Lands and Mines, Attorney-General 
and Postmaster-General, and twice Agent-General in London for Queens- 
land. Ho was created K.C.M.G. in 1886, and was a member of the govern- 
ing body of the Impertal Institute. Died in London, 12th January 1907. 

GAUNT, William Menry (1830-1906), Victorian County Court Judge, 
was born at Compton Leek, Staffordshire, England, 27th July, 1830, and 
arrived in Victoria in 1853. As Warden of Goldfields,, and Police Magis- 
trate, he had charge at various periods of all the goldfields of Victoria, 
including the Ovens, Rendigo and Ballarat. From January 1889 until his 
death in October 1905, he was a County Court Judge. Father of Mary 
Gaunt, the novelist, and of three sons distinguished for their service in 
the Army and Navy. 

GILLIES, Hon. Dancan (1834-1903), statesman, was born at Glasgow, 
in 1834, and came to Victoria in 1852. He worked as a miner on the Balla- 
rat goldfields, and was elected to Parliament in 1859 for Ballarat West, 
held office in the Sladen, Francis, Kerferd, McCulloch and Service Minis- 
tries, and was Premier and Treasurer of the colony from 18th Feb. 1888 
to Sth Nov. 1890. In 1890 he presided over the Federation Conference 
held at Melbourne, from 1894 to 1897, was Agent-General for Victoria in 
London, and from 1902 until his death, was Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly. He declined the offer of knighthood in 1887. 

GORMANSTON, Lord (Jenico William Joseph Preston), 14th Viscount, 
G.C.M.G. (1837-1907), Governor of Tasmania from 1893 to 1900, was born 
at Gormanston Castle, Co. Meath, Ireland, 1st June 1837, and succeeded 
his father in 1876. He served through the Indian Mutiny in 1858-9, and 
was sometime Governor of the Leeward Islands, and of British Guiana. 

GREGORY, Hon. Sir Augustus Charles, K.C.M.G. (1819-1905), explorer, 
public official, and politician, was born at Southwell, Nottinghamshire, 
Fingland, 1st August, 1819, and arrived in Western Australla in 1829 with 
his father Joshua Gregory, Lieutenant 78th Highlanders. He entered the 
public service of the colony in 1841, and was actively engaged in explora- 
tion work for many years. In 1846 accompanied by his brothers Frank and 
Charles, he visited the Salt Lake region of the Interior, and discovered 
several coal seams at the head of the Irwin River; in 1848 he led an 
expedition, the result of which revealed the pastoral wealth of the Murchi- 
son and Champion Bay districts, and in 1856 commanded his famous 
Northern Australian Expedition under the auspices of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society of London. Baron von Mueller was a member of the party. 
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In addition to exploring the interior, the expedition was commissioned to 
search for traces of Liechhardt. Much valuable country, and new water- 
sheds were discovered. Landing at the mouth of the Victoria River and 
crossing overland to the Gulf of Carpentaria through regions infested by 
some of the most bloodthirsty blacks on the Continent, the party pushed 
on to the Dawson, and in sixteen months covered and charted 5,000 miles 
of hitherto unknown wilds. For this work unsurpassed in the annals of 
Australian exploration the Royal Geographical Society awarded Gregory 
its gold medal. In 1858 the New South Wales Government dispatched 
Gregory to renew the search for the long lost Liechhardt. On his return 
he rotired on his laurels as an explorer. From 1859 to 1875 he was Sur- 
veyor-General of Queensland, and sometime Government Geologist, and 
from 1882 until his death, member of the Legislative Council of that 
colony. He was President of the Australasian Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science meeting at Brisbane and did much to further scientific 
research and the work of investigation by learned societies. On the occa- 
sion of his knighthood in 1903, Sir Hugh Nelson said of Gregory, “He has 
contributed more to the exact physical, geological, and geographical know- 
of Australia than any other man; for his explorations have extender 
throughout West, North, East, South, and Central Australia.” (See Biasir’s 
Oyclopaedia of Australasia (1881), and Mennell’s Dictionary of Australasian Biography 
(1892). Died 20th June 19065. 

GREVILLE, Hon. Bdward (1822-1903), founder in 1881 of The Year Book 
of Austraka, a standard of reference on Australian affairs. He edited that 
publication for twenty years, started the first press and telegraphic 
agency in New South Wales, and was a pioneer exporter of wool. Some- 
time Commissioner of Land Titles. For ten years he sat for Braidwood 
in the Legislative Assembly, and from 1892 as a member of the Upper 
House. He was also a Trustee of the Public Library of New South Wales. 

GROOM, Hon. William Henry (1833-1901), politician, was born at 
Plymouth, England, 9th March, 1838, and settled at Toowoomba, Queens- 
land, in 1857. He was forty years in the public life of the colony, sitting 
in the Legislative Assembly for Drayton and Toowoomba, was Speaker from 
November 1883 to April 1888, and first member for Darling Downs in the 
House of Representatives of the first Commonwealth Parliament. Founder 
of the Toowoomba Chronicle, an influential provincial journal. 

HADDON, Frederick William (1839-1906), journalist, was born in Sur- 
rey, England, 8th February, 1839. He was Editor of The Australasian in 
1866-6, and Editor of The Argus, Melbourne, from 1867 to 1898, when he 
retired and became representative of the trustees of the Edward Wilson 
Estate, on the Board of Management of the paper. (See Johns’s Notable Aus- 
holians ist ed., and The Argus, Melbourne, March 1906.) 

HALL, Hon. Sir John, K.C.M.G. (1824-1907), New Zealand pioneer and 
statesman, was born at Hull, England, 18th December, 1824, and settled in 
Canterbury, N.Z. in 1852. His estate where he lived for 55 years he made 
me of the finest properties in the colony. He was a member 
of the Canterbury Provincial Council and sometime Provincial Sec- 
retary, and in 1855 was elected to the House of Representatives 
as member for Christchurch, sitting in the first Parliament which assem- 
bled at Wellington. From 1856 he held office in several Ministries, and sat 
in both Houses of the Legislature at various periods. In October 1879 on 
the defeat of the Grey Government, he formed a Cabinet and remained 
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Premier until April 1882, in which year he was knighted. His political career 
was intimately associated with franchise reform. During his Premiership 
New Zealand obtained Triennial Parliaments, and the Universal Suffrage 
Bill—giving every male of 21 years of age and upwards the right to vote— 
was passed. Sir John also fought vigorously for the enfranchisement of 
women, and brought the question into the range of practical politics, finally 
seeing the reform carried by Mr. Seddon as a Government measure in 
1898. He was Mayor of Christchurch during the Exhibition year, and 
died during his Mayoralty at Christchurch, 25th June, 1907. His will included 
a bequest of £30,000 for charitable purposes in Canterbury, £10,000 to 
establish a hall for working boys on the lines of the Gordon Institute, and 
£10,000 for a new Anglican Church at Hororata, in memory of his late 
wife. The Canterbury Times of July 8, 1907, stated, “His career was a sturdy 
and enthusiastic expression of his intense patriotism, and he has left a 
singularly emphatic impression of his personality upon the pages of the 
colony’s history.” 

KAMPTOR, Lord (Henry Robert Brand), 2nd Viscount, G.C.M.G. (1841- 
1906), Governor of New South Wales from 1895 to 1899, born 2nd May 1843, 
eldest son of the first Viscount, who from 1872 to 1884, was Speaker of 
the House of Commons. He was for many years member of the House of 
Commons, and succeeded to the title in 1892. As Governor of New South 
Wales he enjoyed a great measure of popularity. Died 22nd Nov. 1906. 

KEOTOR, Sir James, K.C.M.G., M.D., F.R.S., F.R.G.S., F.G.S. (1834-1907), 
eminent New Zealand scientist, was born at Edinburgh in 1834, son of the 
late Alexander Hector, Writer to the Signet, and educated at Edinburgh 
Academy, and Edinburgh University where he took the M.D. degree in 
1866. In the following year he was chosen by Sir Roderick Murchison, 
Director-General of the Geological Survey of Great Britain to proceed with 
the Palliser expedition to the Rocky Mountains as surgeon and geologist. 
The Expedition occupied four years and much unknown country was tra- 
versed. Dr. Hector accepted in 1861 Sir Roderick Murchison’s offer of 
Geologist to the Provincial Government of Otago, and for sometime after 
his arrival in New Zealand was engaged in exploration work. In 1865 
ho was appointed Director of the Geological Survey of New Zealand, a 
position he held for over 80 years. Dr. Hector was chief founder of the 
New Zealand Institute of which he was sometime President and was also 
Chancellor of the New Zealand University, and Director of the Colonial 
Museum, Laboratory, Observatory, and the Botanic Gardens at Wellington. 
His contributions to numerous scientific journals dealing chiefly with the 
geology and marine zoology of the colony, gave him a world-wide reputa- 
tion,{and honours from all parts of the world conferred upon him for hisscien- 
tific services, included Fellowship of the Royal Society in 1866, of the Geo- 
logical Sucety, Royal Geographical Society, Royal Society of Edinburgh, and 
Linnean Society. In 1876 he was awarded the Lyell Medal of the Geologi- 
cal Society, in 1887 the Clarke medal of the Royal Society of New South 
Wales, and in 1891 the Royal Founders’ medal of the Royal Geographical 
Society. He was President of the Australasian Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at the Christchurch meeting in 1891, and created 
K.C.M.G. in 1887. Died 6th November 1907. 

MBMRSMAN, Alfred Peach (1833-1902), Puisne Judge of Western Austra- 
lia, born in England, educated at London University (B.A.), and callea i

the bar at the Middle Temple in 1858. He practised his profession in 
England for sometime and was author of a Handbook of the Constithiton. 
From 1888 to 1886 he was Attorney-General of Western Australia with a 
scat in the Executive and Legislative Councils sitting for several SeSa:vas 
as member for Greenough, and in 1892 was elevated to the Supreme Court 
Bench, a position he held until his death, which occurred while on a holi- 
day visit to England ,7th October, 1902. 


HERBERT, The Honourable Sir Robert George Wyndham, G.C.B.,D.C.L, 
LL.D. (1831-1905), statesman, only son of the late Honourable Alger- 
non Herbert, youngest son of the first Darl of Carnarvon, and educated at 
Fton and Balliol College, Oxford; Fellow of All Souls. He was called 
to the bar at the Inner Temple in 1858. In 1855 he was appointed private 
secretary to Mr. Gladstone, and in 1859 Sir George Bowen, frst Governor 
ef Queensland, persuaded him to accompany him to the new colony. To- 
wards the end of that year he took office at the head of the first Ministry 
ef Queensland, and holding the portfolio of Colonial Secretary, remained 
in power until February 1866, and was Premier for a brief period again 
the same year. He returned to England in 1868, and from 1871 to 1892 
eccupied the important office of Permanent Under Secretary for the Colo- 
ries. From 1893 to 1896, he was Agent-General for Tasmania, and was 
Chancellor of the Order of St. Michael and St. George from 1892 until his 

death. The Harmsworth Encyclopaedia says of him, “His practical know- 

ledge of Colonial affairs and conditions, and his delicate and tactful 
methods, stood him in good stead through a time of transition from auto- 
eratic Colonial Government to almost complete independence. A strong 
supporter of the policy of preference and tariff reform, he was persuaded by 
Mr. Chamberlain in December 1903 to accept the Chairmanship of the 
Tariff Commission.” Died 8th May, 1905. 


HEUSSLER, Hon. Johann Christian (1820-1907), Queensland legislator, 
was born at Bokenheim, Frankfort-on-the-Matine, June 15, 1820, arrived in 
Australia in 1852, and settled in Brisbane in 1853; called to the Legisla- 
tive Council in 1866, and except for a short interval continued a member 
until his death which occurred at Albion, 26th October, 1907. When the 
Herbert Ministry was in power he went to Germany on behalf of the 
Government, as immigration agent, and the result of his invaluable ser- 
vice in that capacity is seen in prosperous German settlements in various 
dietricts of Queensland. 

HKODGSON, Sir Arthur, K.C.M.G., (1818-1902), Queensland pastoralist 
and politician, was born at Rickmansworth, Herts, England, 2nd son of 
the Rev. Hdward Hodgson, and educated at Eton and Corpus Christi Col- 
Icge, Cambridge. He was a pioneer pastoralist in the Moreton Bay district 
(afterwards Qucensland), in 1840. Before separation from New South 
Wales he represented Darling Downs in the N.S.W. Legislature, and in 
1856 was appointed Gencral Superintendent of the Australian Agricultural 
Company. At that time he favoured the establishment of a colonial peer- 
age. After Queensland separation he sat in the Parliament of the new 
colony, and was Minister for Works in 1868, and Colonial Secretary in 
1869. He settled in England in 1874, represented Queensland at Interna- 
tional Exhibitions, was five years Mayor of Stratford-on-Avon, High Sheriff 
of the borough in 1896, and created K.C.M.G. in 1886. 
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HODGSON, Richard (1855-1905), scholar and philosopher, was born in 
Melbourne, took the degrees of M.A, and LI.D. at Melbourne University, 
und assisted the late Professor W. E. Hearn in the preparation of his 
. ryan Household. At the age of 22 he entered St. John’s College, Cambridge. 
v-here he further distinguished himself, and completed his studies under 
FIaeckel at Jena. Soon after proceeding to Cambridge, Dr. Hodgson came 
into prominence through his controversy with Professor T. H. Green, who 
held the Chair of Moral Philosophy, in defending Herbert Spencer's system. 
Aftor his return from Jena in 1882 he became University lecturer at Cam- 
bridge on Spencer's philosophy. As a student of the Moral Sciences he 
was closely associated at Cambridge with Henry Sidgwick, and outside the 
philosophic circles of English and American Universities will be chiefly 
remembered for his life work in connection with the Society of Psychical 
Research. He was sent out to India in 1884 to Investigate the genuineness 
ef occult phenomena in which Madame Blavatsky and others were con- 
eerned, and after full enquiries exposed the Theosophical teaching, his 
eonclusions being endorsed by the English Committee. Subsequently he 
spent eighteen years in America in advancing the work of Psychical Re- 
search, and died at Boston, 20th Dec, 1905. The Argus, Melbourne, of 29th 
Dec. 1905, stated, “He had a world-wide reputation as a keen student of 
philosophy and of those unclassed psychological phenomena which are 
asaociated with spiritism and the supernatural. Though he has written 
no magnum opus to immortalize his memory, he was recognised as a kin- 
dared soul by several of the leading philosophers of Britain and America, 
such as Arthur Balfour and his brother-in-law, Professor Henry Sidgwick, 
Herbert Spencer, and Professor William James of Harvard.” (See The 
Proceedings of the Society for Psychical Research, February, 1907). 

HOLDSWORTH, Philip Joseph (1849-1902), journalist and poet, was 
born at Palmain, Sydney, New South Wales, 12th January 1849, of English 
and Irish parents. For many years he was Cashier in the Treasury at 
Sydney, and subsequently Secretary to the Forest Department, till 1892. 
tle was Editor of the Sydney Athenecaum and The Illustrated Sydney News, and 
author of a Brief History of Australia, and a number of poetical works of un- 
questioned merit, including Station Hunting on the Warrego and Other Poems 
(Sydney, 1885). Died 19th January, 1902. 

HUDDART, James (1848-1901), a founder of the shipping firm of Hud- 
durt Parker & Co., and of the Canadian-Australian Steamship line, and 
resided in Australia for thirty-five years. 

HUTTON, Frederick Wollaston, F.R.S., F.G.S. (1836-1905), scientist, 
was born at Gate Burton, Lincolnshire, England, in 1836. He entered the 
28rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers, served in the Crimea, China, and at the re- 
lief of Lucknow. Leaving the Army with the rank of Captain in 1866, he 
settled in New Zealand, where during a residence of nearly 40 years he 
conducted considerable scientific work, chiefly dealing with geology and 
zoology. He was successively Assistant Geologist to the New Zealand 
Geological Survey, Curator of Otago Museum, Professor of Natural Science 
in Otago University, Professor of Biology in Canterbury College, Christ- 
ehurch, from 1880 to 1893, and Curator of Christchurch Museum, and 
Lecturer on Geology at Canterbury College from 1893 until his death. 
Elected Fellow of the Royal Society in 1892, and Fellow of the Geological 
Society, London, in 1861. Author of Zoological Exercises (1880), Nature in 
New Zealand (1902), and The Animals of New Zealand (1905), in conjunction 
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with James Drummond, F.L.8., F.Z.8. (q.v.); Indez Faunae Novae Zealandiae 
(edited by him in 1904), Darwinism and Lamarckism (1899), The Lesson of Evo- 
lution (1902), and many papers in scientific journals. In 1891 he was 
awarded the Clarke bronze medal of New South Wales, for scientific re- 
search. Died at sea, near Cape Town, 16th October, 1905, while returning 
to New Zealand from a visit to England. 

JSOENSTON, Hon. Walter Woods (1839-1907), merchant and politician, 
arrived in New Zealand in 1841 with his parents. His father was the late 
Hon. John Johnston, a member of the Stafford Ministry in 1876 and found- 
ed the mercantile house now known as Johnston & Co. Entering the 
House of Representatives in 1871, W. W. Johnston was Postmaster-Gene- 
ral, and Commissioner of Telegraphs in the Hall Ministry in 1881-2, and 
held the additional portfolio of Minister for Public Works in the Whitaker 
Government. From Sept. 1883 till June 1884, he was Minister for Public 
Works in the Atkinson Administration. He also figured prominently in 
the business life of Wellington. Died August 1907. 

KING, Hon. Philip Gidley (1817-1904), son of Rear-Admiral Philip Parker 
King, and grandson of Captain Philip Gidley King, R.N., third Governor of 
New South Wales, from 1800 to 1806, born at Parramatta, N.S.W., and 
served in the Royal Navy. He was Manager of the Australian Agricul- 
tural Company, and was a member of the Legislative Council of the 
colony, from 1880 until his death. 

ENOX, Sir BHdward, Knt. (1820-1901), Chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Colonial Sugar Refining Company, Limited, was born at Elsi- 
nore, Denmark, and after having spent some time in mercantile pursuits 
in London, settled in Australia in 1840. In 1848 he was appointed Manager 
of the Australian Sugar Company, which in 1855 became the Colonial Sugar 
Refining Company. The successful growth and development of this impor- 
tant Company was largely due to his administrative ability. He was a 
member of the Legislative Council of New South Wales from 1856 to 
1857, and from 1881 to 1894, and was knighted in 1898. For over fifty 
years he was associated with the management of the Commercial Banking 
Company of Sydney, and assumed the office of Chairman in 1892. Alto- 
gether he occupied an honored and influential position in commerce, and 
in the community of Sydney. An oil painting of Sir Edward Knox, by Long- 
staff, was presented to the National Art Gallery of New South Wales in 1902, 
by the employees of the Colonial Sugar Refining Co. Died 7th January, 
1901. ` 

LACKEY, Hon. Sir Jobn, K.C.M.G. (1830-1903), politician, was born 
in Sydney in 1830, and engaged in pastoral pursuits in the Parramatta 
district. Elected to the Legislative Assembly in 1860, he was Minister for 
Works in the Robertson Ministry from 1875 to 1877, and in the Parkes 
Guvernment from 1878 to 1883. Called to the Legislative Council in 1885 
and President of that Chamber from 26th January, 1892, in succession 
to the late Sir John Hay to 28rd May, 1903. Created K.C.M.G. in 1894. 

LANGLEY, Right Rev. Henry Arohdall (1840-1906), first Bishop of Ben- 
digo, was born at Dungarvan, Ireland, 15th October 1840, and arrived in 
Australia in 1853. After holding important incumbencies in New South 
Wales and Victoria, he was appointed by Bishop Goe in 1890 the first 
Archdeacon of Gippsland, where he organized many new parishes and pa- 
rochial districts. In 1894, he became Archdeacon of Melbourne and Geelong. 
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He was elected Bishop of Bendigo 31st December 1901, and occupied the 
See until his death 5th August, 1906. (See Johne’s Notable Australians 1st 
ed. 1906.) 

LANGTON, Hon. Edward (1828-1905), prominent in the public and 
financial life of Victoria, was born at Gravesend, Kent, England, 2nd Jan- 
uary 1828, and came to Australia in 1852. He entered the Legislative 
Assembly for East Melbourne in 1866, was Treasurer and Postmaster- 
General in the Sladen (1868), and Francis (1872-4) Ministries, and re- 
tired from politics in 1875. For many years he was President of the 
Trustees of the Public Library, Museum, and Art Gallery at Melbourne. 

LANSELL, George (1823-1906), a pioneer of Bendigo, known as the 
“Australian Quartz King,” was born at Margate, England, 24th August 
1823. He arrived in South Australia in 1853, and shortly afterwards 
proceeded to Bendigo, Victoria, where after a number of reverses he be- 
came a successful mineowner, and eventually one of the largest employers 
of mining labour in Australia. He was interested in numerous properties. 
owning among others the famous 180, one of the deepest goldmines in 
the world, and amassed considerable wealth. (See Johne’s Notable Australians 
1st ed. 1906, and The Argus, Melbourne, and The Age, Melbourne, 19th March, 
1906.) 

LAWES, Rey. William George, D.D., F.R.G.S. (1839-1901), New Guinea 
missionary, was born at Aldermaston, England, in 1889. Appointed by 
the directors of the London Missionary Society in 1860, first resident mis- 
gsionary on the Island of Niue (Savage Island)—he and Mrs. Lawes were 
the first white residents of Port Moresby—he spent 46 years in mission 
work, and was a potent factor in the evangelisation, enlightenment, and 
civilisation of the Polynesians and Papuans. He translated the whole of 
tbe New Testament with parts of the Old Testament into the Motu dialect. 
Two races in Polynesia and New Guinea have in their homes to-day his 
printed translations of the Scriptures. For New Facts in New Countries he 
was made a Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society of England, for 
literary and tutorial work a Doctor of Divinity, and for his translations 
of the Scriptures, a life Governor, and then a Vice-President of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. He died at Waverley, Sydney, 6th August 1907. 
(See Johns’s Notable Australians Ist ed., 1906, and The Daily Telegraph Sydney, 
and The Sydney Morning Herald, 7th August, 1907.) 

LEAKS, Hon. George, C.M.G., K.C. (1858-1902), politician, son of the late 
¥fon. George Walpole Leake, of Western Australia, was sometime Crown 
Solicitor, and entcred the first Legislative Assembly of the colony as mem- 
ber for Roeburne in 1890. Subsequently he sat for Albany. He was 
Premierand Attorney-General of Western Australia from May toNovember 
1901, and again from Dec. 1901 until his death 24th June 1902. He was 
a member of the Federal Convention which framed the Commonwealth 
Constitution in 1897-8. 

LEE STEERE, Hon. Sir James George, K.C.M.G. (1830-1903), politician, 
was born in England, and in 1860 settled in Western Australia, where he 
engaged in pastoral pursuits, and became a nominated unofficial member 
of the old Legislative Council in 1868. On the death of Sir Luke Leake, 
he was elected Speaker of that body in 1886, and held office until the 
granting of responsible government to the colony in 1890, when he was 
returned to the first Legislative Assembly, and chosen Speaker, a position 
he occupied until his death lst December 1908. He took an active part 
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in the meetings of the Federal Council of Australasia, and was a represen- 
tative of Western Australia at the various conventions which preceded Aus- 
tralian federal union. Knighted in 1888 and created K.C.M.G. tn 1900. 
LOFTUS, The Bight Honourable Lord Augustus William Frederick 
Spencer, P.C., G.C.B. (1817-1904), administrator and ambassador, was bora 
4th October 1817, son of the 2nd Marquis of Ely. He was for many years 
in the diplomatic service, and afterwards Governor of New South Wales 
from 1879 to 1885. The first International Australian Exhibition held at 


Sydney in 1879 was opened by him. 

LUCAS, Mon. John (1818-1903). was born in Sydney, was Minister for 
Mines in New South Wales from 1876 to 1877, and member of the Legisla- 
tive Council from 1880 until his death in 1902. He was one of the carliest 
to explore the famous Jenolan Caves, with which his name is closely as- 
sociated. 

MoFARLAND, Alfre (1824-1901), was born in Londonderry Co. 
Treland, 24th April 1824, and called to the Irish bar in 1847. He published 
Princtples and Practice of Pleading in Equity, and in 1857 came to Western Aus- 
tralia under Imperial appointment, as sole judge in that colony. In 1861 he 
proceeded to Sydney, and was District Court Judge for about thirty years. 
Author of several literary productions. Died llth March 1901. 

MACINTYRE, Donald, popularly known asthe “Cattle King” of Northera 
Queensland. He and his brother Duncan were members of a party 
which went in search of the explorer Liechhardt. In 1865 he went out to 
the Gulf country, and settled at Dalgonally, where, as well as on several 
ether pastoral areas he achieved great success in the cattle raising in- 
dustry. Died in 1907. 

MoINTYRE, Hon. Sir John, Knt. (1882-1904), who rose from a working 
miner at Bendigo to the post of Cabinet Minister. He was born in Glas- 
gow, and in early manhood found his way to Victoria, and to the Bendigo 
gold diggings. He had a large share in the development of Bendigo, and 
in the publiclife of his State; was the first Chairman of the Victorian Mining 
Board, and elected to Parliament for Sandhurst (including Bendigo) 
in 1863. From Jan. 1893 to Sept. 1894 he was President of the Board of 
Lands and Works in the Patterson Ministry, and was knighted in 1895. 
One of the founders of The Daily Teicgraph Sydney. 

MACKENZIE, Sir John, K.C.M.G. (1538-1901), Minister of the Crown 
in New Zealand, was born at Ardross, Ross-shire, Scotland in 1838, and 
settled In New Zealand in 1860. He sat in the Provincial Council of 
Otago, und from 1881 in the House of Representatives, and was Minister 
for Lands in the Ballance and Seddon Administrations. Sir John, who was 
knighted for his public services, was an advocate of closer settlement 
and of compulsory resumption of large estates for that purpose, and also 
he a leasehold in the disposal of public lands. Died 6th August, 
] $ 

MAHER, Right Rev. James, D.D. (1840-1905), Bishop of Port Augusta 
— 1895 until his death 21st Dec. 1906. (See Johne's Notable Australians 1st 
ea. — 
MARRYAT, Very Rev. Charles (1827-1907), Dean of Adelaide, was born 
in London 26th June 1827, son of Charles Marryat, and nephew of Capt. 
Marryat, the novelist, and of Dr. Short, first Rishop of Adelaide. He ar- 
rived in South Australia in 1858, and was Dean of Adelaide for twenty 
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yeara from 1887. (See Johns's Notable Australiang lst ed.) Died ist October, 
1907. 4 

MARTIN, Arthur Patohett, F.R.G.S. (1851-1902), author and journalist, 
was born at Woolwich, 18th February 1851, and was brought to Victoria 
as an infant. For many years he was in the public service at Melbourne, 
anad while in Victoria assisted to found and was Bditor of the Melbourne 
Hervtew uring 1876-82. He spent his later life in England in literary work, 
and was author of numerous publications, including Australia and the Empire 
(1889), True Stories from Australian History (1893), The Life and Letters of Robert 
Lewe, (Viscount Sherbrooke 1898), Tennyson and the Isle of Wight (1897), and 
The Beginnings of an Australian Literature. 

MAY, Phil (1864-1903), caricaturist, was born at Leeds, England, 22nd 
April 1864. He established a reputation for his humorous artistic work 
on The Bulletin Sydney, and a series of his sketches “Things we see when 
we are out without our gun,” attracted much attention. Returning to 
England about 1890, he won fame on the staffs of The Graphic and Punch. He 
was recognised as one of the masters of ‘line’ drawing and his contribu- 
tions, chiefly of London types, appeared in a number of illustrated periodi- 
cals. Phi May’s Annuals, which were illustrated throughout with his own 
drawings, gave him a world-wide reputation. 


MEROZER, Rev. Peter, D.D. (1822-1908). Presbyterian minister, was 
born at Perth, Scotland, and graduated at St. Andrews and Edinburgh 
Universities. He arrived in Adelaide in 1855, proceeded to Victoria in 1861, 
and was sometime Professor in the Presbyterlan Theological Hall, Mel- 
bourne. 

MITCHELL, David Scott, M.A. (1836-1907), biblfophile and donor of the 
famous Mitchell library to New South Wales, was born in Sydney 19th 
March, 1836. His father was the Hon. Dr. James Mitchell, Army Surgeon, 
and sometime a member of the Legislative Council of New South Wales, 
and his mother was a daughter of Dr. Scott, a friend and disciple of Jenner, 
and one of the first to introduce vaccination into the Indian Empire. David 
Scott Mitchell was among the first students at the University of Sydney, 
where he took the M.A. degree in 1856, with honours in classics. He was 
afterwards admitted to the bar. Inheriting considerable wealth, he devoted 
his life to the collection of books. The most expert book collector in Aus- 
tralusia, he got together the finest library of Australasian works in exis- 
tence, which—known as the Mitchell Library—he presented to his native 
State, and before his death the erection of a special building in which to 
accomodate the historic collection of books and pictures was begun in the 
Domain at Sydney. This great national gift, roughly estimated in value 
at £100,000, but in point of fact priceless, he endowed under his will to the 
extent of £70,000. Mitchell’s knowledge of Australian literature and biblio- 
graphy was remarkable. His wonderful collection, the best of its kind in 
the world, began to take form in his early life with an accumulation of the 
poetry and drama of all countries, and in his later years he gave his atten- 
tion to Australian books and records. Some years he expended as much as 
£6,000 in purchases, and in no year less than £800. This was quite apart 
from what he spent on material other than Australasian. The Daily Telegraph 
of Sydney, of July 25, 1907, wrote, “The Mitchell Library will make our 
State collection more complete from an Australian point of view than any 
of the National libraries in the older countries of the world. Mr. Mitchell 
eollected all books dealing with the anthropology, ethnology, philology, 
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geology, botany, economics, and all the natural sciences referring to the 
whole of Australasia, his endeavour being to make the library so complete 
that students from all lands, wishing to study the history of any aspect of 
the national, political, social, or physical development of Australasia, and 
the islands supposed to connect it originally with Asia and America, will 
have in future years to come to Sydney for material, as even already they 
are coming from the Universities of Europe and the United States, to study 
at first hand our peculiar social and political development, and our marvel- 
icus flora and fauna.” This national benefactor died at Darlinghurst, Sydney 
24th July, 1907. (For further biographical particulars, see The Evening News, 
Sydney, 24th July 1907, and The Sydney Mérning Herald and The Daily Telcgraph 
of 25th July, 1907. See also Character sketch by Arthur W. Jose, in The

MOLESWORTH, Hickman (1842-1907), County Court Judge of Victoria. 
was born in Dublin, 28rd February 1842, and arrived in Victoria at an early 
age with his father, who became one of the greatest equity lawyers in 
the Southern Hemisphere, afterwards Sir Robert Molesworth, thirty years 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Victoria. Called to the bar in 1864, Hickman 
Molesworth, gained considerable reputation as a pleader in criminal cases, 
and in 1884 was promoted to the County Court Bench. For many years he 
was judge in the Insolvency Court. Died at sea while voyaging between 
Sydney and Brisbane, 18th July, 1907. The Argus said of him “On the Bench, 
disdaining official robes, he was always more of a mediator than a judge. 
It requires no small amount of patience and good nature to settle the differ- 
ences between debtor and creditor in the Insolvency Court, and the task is 
one that very few judges would care to take in hand. But Judge Moles- 
worth discharged this duty for 20 years in a manner that won him hun- 
dreds of friends and no enemies.” 

MOORE, Right Bev. James, D.D. (1834-1904), Roman Catholic Prelate, 
was born in Listowel, Co. Kerry, Ireland, came to Melbourne in 1859, and 
succeeded Archdeacon Shiel in 1865, as head of the Ballarat mission. On 
the erection of Ballarat into a separate diocese, he was appointed Vicar- 
General, and upon the death of Dr. O'Connor in 18838, the Pope, who had 
appointed him Domestic Prelate and Monsignor in 1881, nominated him as 
successor, and he was consecrated Bishop of Ballarat, 27th April 1884. 


MOREHEAD, Hon. Boyd Dunlop (18438-1906), politician, was born in 
Sydney in August 1843, and educated at Sydney Grammar School and Uni- 
versity. For sometime he was Inspector of Stations in Queensland for the 
Scottish Australian Investment Company. In 1873 he started business in 
Brisbane, and became head of the well-known firm of B. D. Morehead & Co.. 
afterwards Moreheads Limited. He was Postmaster-General, and Leader 
of the Upper House in the MclIlwraith Administration from December 
1880 to August 1883, and led the Opposition in the Legislative Assembly 
during Sir Thomas Mcllwraith’s retirement from politics from 1883 to 1883. 
In November 1888 he succeeded Sir Thomas as Premier, and continued 


in — until August 1890. He was a member of the federal Convention 
of 1891. 
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MORRIS, Hdward Bilis, M.A., Litt.D. (1843-1902), distinguished scholar, 
educationist, and author, was born at Madras, 25th December, 1843, 
son of the late John Carnac Morris and grandson of John Morris, some- 
time Chairman of the Hon. East India Company. He was educated in Eng- 
land, and completed his studies at Rugby and Oxford. In 1875, he came to 
Australia as Headmaster of Melbourne Grammar School, and soon attained 
a prominent place in the educational world. Almost the same day in 1883, 
the Professorships of English in both the Universities of Melbourne and 
Adelaide were offered him, but he accepted the Melbourne Chair, and held 
the Professorship of English, French, and German Languages and Litera- 
tures at that University from January 1884 until his death on 2nd Janu- 
ary 1902. Probably no man in Australia in his day did more for the ad- 
vancement of education than Professor Morris who was an acknowledged 
authority on scholastic and philological subjects. Author of Austral English: 
a dictionary of Australasian words, phrases, and usages (London 1898), 
Memoir of George Iliginbotham, an Australian politician and Chief Justice of 
Victoria (London 1895), edited Cassell’s Picturesque Australasia: illustrated (Lon- 
don 1887-9), and Epochs of Modern History, a series of school histories published 
by Longmans. Died 2nd January 1902. 

MUNRO, Hon. James (1832-1908), Premier of Victoria from Nov. 1890 till 
Feb. 1892, and afterwards Agent-General in London. 

WEILD, James Bdward, M.D. (1824-1906), pathologist, journalist, and 
dramatic critic, was born at Doncaster, Yorkshire, of Irish descent, and 
arrived in Victoria in 1853. He joined the staff of “The Age’ newspaper 
in 1855, and became one of the best known theatrical critics in Australia. 
In his day he wrote for every newspaper published in Melbourne, was for 
forty years Lecturer on Forensic Medicine in the University of Melbourne, 
and was associated with the progressive movements which marked the 
history of his adopted city. Dr. Neild was noted for his pathological work 
During his long career he conducted over 8,000 post-mortem examinations, 
and there were few in the world possessing wider experience than he had in 
forensic medicine. Died 17th August 1906. (See Johns’s Notable Australians ; 
The Age and The Argus,Melbourne, 18th August 1906), 

NELSON, The Right Monourable Sir Hugh Muir, P.C., KC.M.G., D.C.L. 
(1836-1906), statesman, was born at Kilmarnock, Scotland, 31st December 
1825, son of the late Rev. Dr. Nelson, and educated at Edinburgh High 
School and Edinburgh University, where he had the advantage of studying 
under “Christopher North” (John Wilson), Sir William Hamilton distin- 
guished logician and author, and Kelend, the mathematician. Coming to 
Queensland in 1853, he settled at Ipswich. In 1883 he was elected to the 
Legislative Assembly for the Northern Downs, and for nearly a quarter 
of a century was prominent in the public life of Queensland. He occupied 
office in various Governments, was Premier from 1893 to 1898, and held 
the portfolios of Treasurer and Colonial Secretary. This was during one of 
the most critical periods in the history of the colony, and his statesmanship 
was acknowledged on all hands. In 1896 he was knighted for his public 
services and in 1897, during his visit to England on the occasion of 
Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee Celebrations, was created a Privy Coun- 
cillor, and received the Hon. D.C.L. of Oxford. Resigning the Premiership 
in 1898, he became President of the Legislative Council, and in 1904 Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the State. Died at Gabbinbar, Toowoomba, Q'land, ist 
January 1906. (See Johns’s Notable Australians, let ed.; and The Brisbane Courter, 
opä January 1906.) 
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WICHOLSON, Mon. Sir Charies, Bart, MD., D.CL, LL.D. (18608-1903). 
sometime Chancellor of the University of Sydney, and an early legislator 
of New South Wales, son of Charles Nicholson, of London, born 28rd No 
vember 1808, and took his M.D at Edinburgh in 1888. He arrived in Sydney 
in 1884, and practised his profession. Nine years later he was returned to 
the first Legislative Council of New South Wales as one of five members 
for Port Phillip district (now Victoria), and was appointed Speaker ia 
1846, and twice re-elected to that position. In 1852 he was knighted, in 
1857 was made Honorary D.C.L. of Oxford, and in 1859 created Baronet 
of Luddenham, N.S.W., the first Australian public man to recelve a baronet- 
cy. In 1860 he was appointed first President of the first Legislative Coun- 
cil of Queensland, and in 1862 returned to England. During his residence ta 
Sydney he took great interest in education. He was appointed first Vice 
Chancellor of the University in 1851, and in 1854 was chosen Chancellor, 
and was a liberal benefactor of the institution. 

NORMAN, Sir Henry Wylie, Field Marshal, G.C.B., G.C.M.G. (1826-1904). 
soldier and administrator, Governor of Queensland from 1889 to 1895, was 
born in London, 2nd December 1826. After serving in the Sikh war of 
1848-9, on the Peshawar frontier and in the Santhal revolt he was present 
at the siege of Delhi, and the relief of Lucknow. He was successively 
Governor of Jamaica, and of Queensland, Chairman of a Royal Commission 
on the West Indian Colonies, and a member of the Royal Commission on 
the South African war. 

NORTON, Mon. James, LL.D. (1824-1906), member of the Legislative 
Council of New South Wales, from 1879 until his death, a trustee of the 
Public Library for twenty-elght years, and President for sixteen years 
(1890-1906). He was the eldest son of James Norton, and was born at 
Sydney 5th December 1824. Died 18th July 1906. (See Johne’s Notable Aue 
tralians 1st ed.) 

O'CONNOR, Charles Yelverton, C.M.G. (18438-1902), engineer, was bora 
in Ircland, where he received his education, and his professional training. 
In 1862 he proceeded to New Zealand, where he held important engineering 
appointments, and in 1891, accepted the position of Engineer-in Chief 
under the Western Australian Government. His valued services to the 
State included the designing and supervision of the works which gave 
Fremantle its harbour and the Eastern Goldfields their water supply, the 
latter a monumental work, being incomplete at the time of his death lith 
March 1902. 

OLIVER, His Honor Alexander, M.A., sometime President of the Lana 
Appeal Court of New South Wales, for many years Fellow of the Senate 
of Sydney University, and a Trustee of the Public Library of New South 
Wales from 1886 to 1904. 

O’'LOGHLEN, Hon. Sir Bryan, 3rd Bart., K.C. (1828-1905), barrister- 
at-law and Premier of Victoria, was born in Dublin 27th June 1828, son of 
the late Rt. Hon. Sir Michael O’Loghlen, a distinguished Iris) Judge. He 
cume to Victoria in 1862, and for several years was a prominent figure 
„in the political life of the colony. From 1878 to 1880, he was Attorney- 
General in the Berry Ministry and sometime Acfing Premier during a 
stormy constitutional period. Having carried a motion of no confidence 
in the Berry Administration in July 1881, he became Premier, Attorney- 
General, and Treasurer, and remuined in power until March 1883. He 
succeeded to the baronetcy on the death of his elder surviving brother. 
in 1877, and in his absence from Ireland, was shortly afterwards elected 
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to the House of Commons. (See Johns’s Notable Australians lst ed.) Died 31st 
Oct. 1905. 

PARSONS, Hon. John Langdon (1887-1903), South Australian legislator, 
was born at Botathan, Cornwall, England. After his arrival in South 
Australia, he was a Baptist minister for some years, and then member of 
the House of Assembly from 1878 to 1884. He was Minister of Education im 
the Bray Government for nearly three years (1881-4), and Government 
Resident of the Northern Territory from 1884 to 1890. Subsequently he 
represented the Territory in the South Australian Parliament, and at the 
time of his death was a member of the Legislative Council. An eloquent 
and polished speaker. 

PATON, Bev. John Gibson, D.D. (1824-1907), Presbyterian missionary 
to the New Hebrides, was the son of a stocking maker, and was born at 
Kirkmahoe, Dumfries, Scotland, 24th May 1824. After his ordination he 
wettled among the cannibal natives of Tanna in 1868. There he fought 
against numerous difficulties till 1862, when he was obliged to leave the 
igland owing to the hostility of the savages. He was not to be deterred 
however, and proceeded to the neighbouring island of Aniar, and under his 
teaching and guidance, the population was Christianised. His devotion 
to the missions was remarkable, and his New Hebrides labours, extending 
over nearly half a century, enabled him to speak and act with unique 
authority on questions affecting those islands in their relation to the Com- 
monwealth. The great purpose of his life was to establish missionaries and 
Christian churches all over the islands of the New Hebrides, and his suo- 
cesses were remarkable. His Autobiography was published in 1890, and he 
received the degree of D.D. from the University of Edinburgh shortly 
afterwards. Died in Melbourne 28th January 1907. (See The Argue and The 
Age Melb. and The Daily Telegraph, Sydney 29th Jan. 1907, and Johne's Notable 
Australians 1st ed.) f 

REID, Hon. Robert, head of Robert Reid & Co., merchants, and a leading 
man in Australian commerce and finance. He was sometime member of 
the Legislative Council of Victoria, Minister for Defence in 1893-4, and 
member of the Federal Senate. Died in 1904 during a visit to England. 

' ROLLESTON, Hon. William (1831-1903), New Zealand statesman, son 
of the Rev. George Rolleston, M.A., Rector of Maltby, near Doncaster, 
Yorkshire, and brother of George Rolleston, F.R.S., sometime Professor of 
Physiology at Oxford, and was born 19th September, 1831. He was edu- 
cated at Emmanuel College, Cambridge, where he graduated with classical 
honours. In 1868, he settled in New Zealand, in 1863 was a member of 
the Commission which framed the educational system adopted in the 
Province of Canterbury, and in 1864 was Provincial Secretary. From 1868 
to 1876, he was Superintendent of the Province of Canterbury, and from 
1&68 to 1884, member of the House of Representatives for Avon, and after- 
wards for Geraldine. He is best known for his administration of the Lands 
Department of the colony, and in promoting the perpetual leasing system. 
Fiom October 1879 to April 1882, he held for successive periods the port- 
folios of Minister for Lands, Immigration, Justice, Mines, and Native Af- 
fairs in the Hall Government, while in the succeeding Whitaker and Atkin- 
son Ministries, he was Minister for Lands, Immigration, and Mines 
from April 1882 to August 1884. From 1891 to 1893, he was Leader 
of the Opposition. (See Gisborne’s New Zealand Rulers and Statesmen.) Died

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RUSSELL, Menry Chamberlain, C.M.G., F.R.S., F.R.A.S., F.R 
(1836- 1907), distinguished scientist and public official, was born at ¥

he was appointed assistant at the Sydney Observatory, and in 1574 
vernment Astronomer of New South Wales.

SUTHERLAND, Alexander, M.A., (1852-1902), scholar and author, was. 
born in Glasgow, and arrived in Australia in 1864. At 15 he became s 
pupil teacher in the Education Department, Sydney, and in 1871, entered 
the University of Melbourne, where his career was a brilliant one. For 
many years he was engaged in teaching in Melbourne, and conducted 
Cariton College. He was a scholar, and an original thinker of remarkab!e 
power, but ts best known as author of several Australian historical and 
geographical volumes, and other valuable works, some of which were pub- 
lished in conjunction with his brother George. These Included The History ci 
Australia, from 1606 to 1888 (which reached the 14th edition). A volumin- 
ous writer, he was author of fifteen books, the most important work boing 
The Origin and Growth of the Moral Instinct, a remarkable book. He was in the 
very front rank of Australian literary men. At the time of hig death he 
was Registrar of Melbourne University. (See Biography of Alexander | 
Sutherland, by Henry Gyles Turner). 
— — — M.A. (1855-1905), author and journalist, 
the Unicera at ar orn at Dumbarton, Scotland, and graduated at 
v niversít] Melbourne. He was sometime a Master at Hawthorn 
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Grammar School, and Carlton College, Melbourne. For many years he was 
on the literary staff of The Register at Adelaide, and at the time of his death 
was a member of the Editorial staff of The Age, Melbourne. Author of 
Twentieth Century Inventions (Longmans, London, 1900; translated into the 
French and German, and had a remarkable success in England and Ameri- 
ca), The History of Australia (in collaboration with his brother Alexander; 
Longmans 1879), Sixteen Stories of Australian History (Melbourne 1902), Aus- 
tralia (Seeley, London 1886), The South Australian Company (London 1898), and 
various technical manuals and educational works. (See Johne’s Notable 
Australians 1906.) 

SUTTOR, Wiliam Menury (1834-1905), eldest son of the late William 
Henry Suttor, was born at Brucedale, near Bathurst, N.S.W., 14th Novem- 
ber 1884, and elected to the Legislative Assembly for East Macquarie, in 
18765. He was Minister for Mines in the Farnell A@ministration in 1877-8, 
Vice-President of the Executive Council and representative of the last 
Parkes Government in the Upper House, from April 1889 to October 1891, 
and a representative of New South Wales at the Federation Convention 
of 1891. 4 

SYTE, David (1827-1908), proprietor of The Age, Melbourne, was born 
at North Berwick, Scotland 2nd October 1827, the youngest son of George 
Syme, a teacher of considerable repute and scholarly attainments. After 
spending about two years in California, he came to Australia in August 
1852. In 1856, in conjunction with his brother HBbeneser, he acquired 
The 4ge newspaper, which for many years he edited, and afterwards con- 
tinued proprietor until his death. David Syme made The Age a powerfui 
organ, and exerted through his paper a marvellous influence directly 
and indirectly upon the political and gocial history of Victoria. In his 
remarkable personality he concentrated a force of journalism probably 
never surpassed, and as one leading Australian newspaper remarked at 
the time cf his decease, “he sought to magnify the press as a great instru- 
ment of social, political, and intellectual progresa His leadership of 
men became so distinctly recognised that he was commonly known as 
the King of Victoria.” He amassed great wealth. Outside his newspaper 
enterprise and prosperity, he was known as a political economist and 
author and achieved considerable note on account of his four 
important published works—Ostknes of an Industrial Science, (which won him 
a recognised place among the more philosophical writers on economic 
subjects), Representative Government in England, On the Modification of Organisms, and 
Theo Soul—A4 Study and an Argument. His public spiritedness was exemplified 
in a number of directions. He bore the total expense of sending a rifle 
team to compete at Bisley, subscribed liberally towards the cost of 
despatching contingents to the Boer war, equipped at his own expense a 
scientific expedition conducted by Professor W. Baldwin Spencer and F. J. 
Clen, into the centre of Australia, and made a splendid endowment to the 
Uni ‘ersity of Melbourne as a prize for scientific research. Died at 
Melbourne 14th February 1908. (For extended notices of his career see 
The Age of 15th February 1908, and other leading Australian newspapers of 
the same date, as well as The Lone Hand for June 1907.) 

PATE, Balph (1840-1901), botanist, geologist, palaeonfologist, and 
conchologist, was born at Alnwick, Northumberland, England. He came 
to Australia in 1875 as the first occupant of the Elder Chair of Natural 
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Science in the University of Adelaide, and continued in that capacity unti 
his death at Adelaide, 20th September 1901. He did much to advance th 
knowledge of our geology, flora and fauna, and was among the leading 
Australian scientists of his day. In 1898 he was President of the Austra- 
lasian Association for the Advancement of Science, and delivered an ex- 
haustive address dealing with a century’s geological progress in Australis. 
The Professor accompanied the Horn Scientific Expedition to Central 
Australia in 1894, and was an important contributor to the botanical, 
conchological, and geological sections of the published results of tha: 
undertaking. Professor Tate has an indelible memorial in his scientific 
work in South Australia. (See 4 Century of Botanical Endearour in South Australis 
by J. H. Maiden, F.L.8., 1907). Baron von Mueller dedicated to him the 
genus Tatea, and also Xanthorrhoea Tateana. Many of his papers are to be found 
in the published Transactions of the Royal Society of South Australia 
Author of a Handbook of the Flora of Extra-tropical South Auatralia 1890. 

TRORN, Mon. George (1838-1905), Queensland politician, son of George 
Thorn, founder of the town of Ipswich, Queensland, born at Sydney, and 
educated at The King’s School, Parramatta, and Sydney University, where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1858. Engaged in pastoral pursuits, and elected 
to the Queensland Parliament in 1867 for West Moreton. He was Post- 
master-General in the Macalister Ministry from January 1874 to June 187s. 
when he succeeded as Premier of Queensland, and held office until March 
1877, with the portfolios of Postmaster-General, and Secretary for Public 
Works and Mines, and he was also sometime a member of the Douglas 
Ministry. 

THORNTON, Mon. George (1820-1901), was born in Sydney 28th Decem- 
ber 1820, and became a successful merchant. He was Mayor of his native 
city in the year 1857, entered Parliament as member for Sydney in 18658, 
and afterwards sat for the Western Goldfields. Called to the Legislative 
Council in 1877, and Minister for Mines in the Dibbs Ministry in 1885. 


TORREGGIANI, Bight Rev. Elzear, D.D., Bishop of Armidale, N.S.W. 
(Roman Catholic), from 1879 until 1904. 

TRAILI, William Wenry (1844-1902), publicist, some years member 
for Bast Sydney in the New South Wales Legislative Assembly. Some- 
time Editor, and part proprietor of The Bulletin. Died 21st May 1902. 

TUCKER, Hon. Albert Lee (18438-1902), politician, born at Fitzroy. 
Melbourne, was for many years member of the Legislative Assembly of 
Victoria. He was Minister for Lands from 1883 to 1886, and author of 
a Land Act, and of a measure dealing with the mallee country. 

WALKER, Hon. William Oampbell, C.M.G. (1837-1904), New Zealand 
politician, eldest son of the late Sir William Stuart Walker, K.C.B., and 
educated at Trinity College, Oxford, where he took the M.A. degree. He 
arrived in New Zealand in 1862, and was intimately associated with the 
settlement and development of Canterbury, being engaged in sheepfarming 
for many years. From 1884 to 1890 he was member of the House of Represen- 
tatives for Ashburton, and from 1892, member of the Legislative Council. 
For sometime he was Minister of Education and Immigration, and 
representative of the Government in the Legislative Council, and from 
9th July 1903 till his death on bth January 1904, was Speaker of the 
Legislative Couneil of New Zealand. 
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WANT, Mon. John Menry, K.C. (1846-1905), notable advocate and 
politician of New South Wales, was born at Sydney 4th May 1846, and 
admitted to the bar in 1869. Almost immediately after entering Parlia- 
ment in 1886, he took office as Attorney-General in the Dibbs Ministry, 
and in the following year became Attorney-General in the Jennings Go- 
vernment. After being called to the Legislative Council in 1894, he was 
Attorney-General in the Reid Government for four years. He was a promi- 
nent freetrader, and as leader of the Anti-Billites vigorously opposed the 
acceptance of the Commonwealth Constitution Bill. (See Johns’s Notable Aus- 
trulians Ist ed.; The Sydney Morning Herald, and The Daily Telegraph Sydney, 28rd 
Nov. 1905.) Died 22nd Nov. 1905. 


WATERXOUSE, Hon. George Marsden (1824-1906), politician, began 
his public career in South Australia, where his father, the Rev. John 
Waterhouse, was fur sometime engaged in the ministry. He sat in the Legis- 
lature of the colony before and after responsible government, and was 
Premier and Chief Secretary from Oct. 1861 to July 1863. In 1869 he took 
up his residence in New Zealand, was a member of the Fox Ministry in 
that colony in 1871, and Premier from 11th Oct. 1872 to 8rd March 1873. 
This is the only instance in Australasian history of the office of Premier 
having been successively held by the same person, in two colonies. Died 
in England, August 1906. 


WEBBER, Right Rev. William ‘Thomas Thornhill, D.D. (1887-1908), 
Anglican prelate, was born in London 30th January 1837, and educated 
at Pembroke College, Oxford, where he took his B.A. degree in 1869, and 
M.A. in 1862. In 1864 he was appointed Vicar of St. John the Evangelist, 
Holborn, which position he held with great acceptance until his appoint- 
ment as third Bishop of Brisbane in 1886, in succession to Bishop Hale. 
He occupied the See of Brisbane until his death 3rd August 1908. 


WHITE, Bev. James Singleton, M.A., LL.D. (1822-1902), Minister oft St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian Church, Singleton, New South Wales, from 1847, 
a distinguished scholar and author of theological works. (See Centenary 
History of the Presbyterian Church in New South Wales, 1905.) Died 14th June 1902. 


WHITMORE, Major-General The Hon. Sir George Stoddart, K.C.M.G. 
(1830-1903), was born at Malta 31st May 1830, and educated at Edinburgh 
Academy and the Staff College. He served with distinction in the Kaffir 
wars of 1847 ,and from 1861 to 1853, in the Boer insurrection of 1848, and 
with the Turkish contingent in the East in 1856-6. After distinguished 
service in the Crimea he proceeded to New Zealand as Military Secretary 
to Sir Duncan Cameron in 1861, and in the following year resigned his 
position in the Army, and settled in the Hawkes Bay district. For many 
years he had command of the troops in the feld. From 1868, when he con- 
ducted a campaign against Te Kooti, he took a prominent part during the 
troublous times which followed in reducing the insurrection. From 
October 1877 to Oct. 1879, he was Colonial Secretary and Minister for 
Defence in Sir George Grey's Ministry, and from 1883 he had sat in the 
Legislatve Council. In 1882 he was created K.C.M.G., and in Sept. 
1884 was appointed Commandant of the colonial forces, and commissioner 
of the Army Constabulary with the rank of Major-General. Died 16th 
Mareh 1908. 
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WILSON, Mon. Walter Horatio (1839-1902), politician, born in North 
Wales, and came to Australia while a young man. After a few years ia 
Victoria, he settled in Brisbane where he spent the remainder of his life 
He was admitted a solicitor of the Supreme Court in 1865. Called to the 
Legislative Council in 1885, he was appointed in the same year Postmas- 
ter-General in the Griffith Ministry, and subsequently held the same office 
combined with the portfolio of Education in the Mcllwraith and Nelsa2 
Ministries. He also held portfolios in the Byrnes and Dickson Govern- 
ments. Died 28th February 1902. 

WINTER-IRVING, Kon. William Irving, F.R.G.S. (1830-1901), Victoriaa 
pactoralist, proprietor of the Stanhope estate. For many years member 
for the Northern Province in the Legislative Council of Victoria. Died 
28th June 1901. 

YOUL, Mir James Arndell, K.C.M.G. (1810-1904), identified for manr 
years with Tasmania. He took an -active part in the introduction of 
stlmon into the waters of Tasmania and New Zealand. Cr. KCM.G. in 
1894.
